ORDfiRH I’OIl OAR A NO ELECTRIC I.IOHTR 
PASS 1:0 ll Y T I’ K ALDERMEN. 

At. tlic meeting of tin* Imtml of aldetmcn 
on Monday owning, all the members wore 
present. Tho minutes of the last mreUng 
were read and approved, and business from 
tin* board ot aldermen was disposed of in 
concurrence. 

When the order appropriating $000 for 
the e a re of Fallow l’aik came up. Aldct- 
men Ward naked why stn li a large sum was 
needed. 

Alderman Hollis r cpliod that $450 was 
for tho saiary of a man to take care of it, 
«nd $150 lor improvements. Councilman 
Tyler had charm ot the Park, and he was 
» careful and piudent man, w ho would not 
recommend anything unless it was needed. 

When the outer for electric lights came 
up, Alderman Waul said that it had been 
tated in one of the papers that all who 
opposed electric lights did so because they 
were interested in the gas company. For 
liis part, ho had no interest in the gas com- 
pany, was not a stockholder, and did not 
know who the stockholders were. Many 
prominent citizens did not think it was 
wise to have electric lights, and lie had 
been honest in his opposition to them. 
However, as such a largo number in the 
common council favored tho order, he 
should withdraw his opposition. 

Alderman Puttee said lie was going to 
make no apology f his opposition to 
electric lights, and lie was still opposed to 

them. The people did not want electric 
lights as far as lie could discover, and he 
should vote against the order. lie was 
.glad lie had opposed the order some time 
ago, and took credit for saving the city 
the cost of flic lights irom Match 1st to 
June 1st. He would like to know how tho 
city could afford them now, and called for 
the figures. 

Alderman llollis said that the figures 
had been given in detail three dillerent 
times, and published in the papers, and lie 
thought it was hardly necessary to give 
.them again. 

Alderman Police said lie was evidently 
an the minority, but a lively minority was 
■democratic, ami he delivered a very giow- 
.ing and poetical peroration. 

Alderman Ward said the board was now 
prepared to vote undorstandingly on the 
•.measures, as it knew just how much money 
.the Btreet lighting would cost. 

A vote was then taken and Alderman Pol- 
ice was the only member voting against it. 

The auditor's report for the past year 
was received .aud tabled for publication. 

The ordor appropriating $50 for painting 
the. Foot Bridge at Lower Falls on the New- 
ton side, was amended by Alderman Nicker- 
son and a substitute order passed, that tho 
sum bo .$40, and the money be paid after 
the work had been done under the super- 
vision of the citizen’s committee. 

On the application of the Newton Boat 
•Club, Augustus Aiken was appointed 
special policeman at the boat house and 
grounds of the club. 

Miles J. Joyce was appointed special 
policeman for Fallow Turk. 

Miss M. C. Bickford was granted a per- 
mit to keep an. intelligence office in Lancas- 
ter's block, Ward .7. 

Harry Lynch, Daniel Fitzgerald. .John II. 
Fearsail and John Collins were granted 
licenses for dealing in junk. 

£ll’hi> public property committee petitioned 
to. have the concrete sidewalk in tile front 
ot the High School building. Walnut 
street, repaired, and edge stones put in. 
Hefei red to highway committee. 

Aldorman I'ettec presented a favorable 
report on the application for a permanent 
driver for hose carriage No 1. Ward 7. and 
an order was passed appropriating $:H)0 for 
payment of same for balance of the year. 
Mr. I'ettec said that permanent drivers 
wjlu'C a necessity and would save much 
more than their cost, by. preventing damage 
to apparatus by the accidents now of fre- 
quent occurrence, and by greater prompt- 
ness at fires. The money was ordered 
charged to this year’s assessment. 

Alderman Nickerson, at the request of 
tlic treasurer of tho Cottage Hospital, pre- 
sented an order for the abatement of the 
water tax; of $12 charged t<> the Cottage 
Hospital. lie said ho should be glad to 
vote for the order.

HISTORY OF LACK MAKING. 


a paper i:kai> i.l.orr t nr: xatcuai. his- 
tory SOCIETY It Y .JESSE FKWKKS. 

The manufacture of fine laces in Ibis 
country is an industry which which is for 
tho present an unexplored field of enter- 
prise, nearly the wholo’supply of these ex- 
pensive fabrics for this market being im- 
ported from Europe. I have booh told that 
some efforts to plant the germ of this new 
industrial art have been made in New 
York, tut time is not to my knowledge 
nay first-class establishment for the mak- 
ing of fine itioes in tho whole of our country 
at the present time. 

There is yet an open field for American 
skill and ingenuity in this ns in many other 
brandies of mechanic il industry. I pro- 
pose to give, this evening, a sketch of the 
history of an attempt to introduce this in- 
dustry in this vicinity, which unfortunately 
proved n fin?.::c! ’1. v.-t ?, iuvchnuie.tl i:;il : 
me. and I luvo b..v.*.giil, for exhibition be- 
fore this society, sumo parts of llio identi* 
eal machinery, and nlso some specimens of 
the extremely find thread, wherewith fine 
laces wore made in Xettton 70 years ago. 

The history of this industry may not he 
uninteresting, although it still ranks tilth 
us among the comparatively unknown ine- 
chaaiea! arts. 

The origin of the manufacture of lr.ee is 
lost in tlic dim obscurity of the past. 

it may well he culled one of the line aids 
as it has exercised the refined taste and ex- 
quisite skill of many of the most excellent 
minus since lire beginning of history. 

Monuments of ancient Egypt show fe- 
male figures clothed in a fabric similar to 
modern lace, in which the outlines of the 
form are seen through the dress. 

Lace was worn by the ladies- of ancient 
Greece and Rome. It was sfflrt to he intro- 
duced into France by Mary de Medeci. 

It is spoken of in England in 1488. In 
1014 tho manufacture of lace was carried on 
in Bedfordshire. England. 

1 he ancient method uT making lace was 
by means of a pillow or cushio t covered 
with a strip of parchment pierced with 
many minute In den for the admission of 
pins; to each pin was attached a thread 
which was wound upon a spool, having a 1 
notch to prevent the premature unwinding 
ot the same. Tho figure to lie wrought was 
inaiked upon the parchment. The spools 
hung down on either side of the pillow, and 
were changed from side to side as the work 
progressed. Fifty or sixty threads were 
sometimes required for each inch of the 
width ot the lace. A piece of lace one inch 
wide would have 25 meshes and 51) threads 
to form the same across the piece, or 025 
meshes to the squre inch of work. 22,000 to 
the yard in length of the piece, 572.000 in a 
.vs id square ot the wide kinds, afterwards 
made on the improved machines for this 
kind of work. 

By tho older hand method, only one of 
these meshes could lie made at a time. 

The price for making line lace was some- 
what extravagant. To cover the piece of 
lace when spread upon the counter with 
silver shillings was considered an equiva- 
lent price for making some kinds of fine 
lace. In 1800 the iiiaitufaefiue of lace had 
arrived to such perfection that veils made 
of Honiton lace were sold in Loudon for 
VHJ0, nearly $500. 

So delicate weie they that a lace dress 
lor a bride could be drawn through the 
wedding ring. 

Luce was first made by machinery in 
ITOS by a stocking weaver named Ham- 
mond, in Nottingham. England. This was 
called the pin machine. The success of 
tliis crude machine instigated the stocking 
weaver to make various experiments in 
making lace on the stocking machine, to 
which was attacked what was called a 
Tickler machine, by which the stitches 
weie removed irom one portion of ihu 
needles to another portion of the same, 
thereby making open work, similar to that 
sometimes seen in stockings at the present 
time. This attachment was invented about 
1770. 

The next stage of tho art was the appli- 
cation of tlm warp machine, whcrcbv a 
warp with a number of threads correspond- 
ing with the number of needles m the ma- 
chine wen* added ; this came out in E75, 
ami an inferior lace was made on the com- 
bination in 1782. 

the true hexagonal inesli exactly similar 
to the pillow lace, was not produced by 
machine until the invention by Mr. Ilcath- 
4 o.it of tlic bobbin -net machine in !.'>•!*. In 
this a warp beam near the base of the ma- 
chine contained the tin cads < if the warp; 
these were condm ted up through the ma- 
chine to an arrangement of combs between 
the teeth of which were bobbins ami their 
carriages. I here wen* tin* same number 
ol threads froiivtlic-'C hold. ins as there were 
thread* in the warp. These carnages with 
the threads wound upon bobbins were 
driven and pulled between the threads of 
the warp, irom the point* ot the teeth of 
4>nc comb to tlic teeth of thucoinh opposite. 
Each l oiiib with its c irriagcs move I later- 
ally amt delivered its . images and bobbins 
between the next threads ot the warp ami 
soon, twisting alternately throughout tin* 
"h»»le width ot ilie w..i «.’ 2.udi thread* or 
more to the yard ia width of the be - to be 
Yi o veil. 

the bobbins upon which Hu* thread* 
wcii* wound woe Hindi) «.t two thin ilisi s 
of liras* riveted together near tin* untie, 
d i" sill hough not thicker than letter 
pap. ! . ami l 5 k inches in diameter, cur.- 
i in. ulicii lilted nearly 100 yard* of tin* ex- 
tremely fine thread.

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HISTORY OF LACK MAKINU. 


(Continued from Page Two.) 

in thin stool carriages with a minute spring 
to secure the bobbin in place, and yet allow 
it to revolve as the thread was tin wound in 
the process of the work. The number of 
these bobbins in the bobbin-net niachhie,to 
make yard-wide lace, was 1,001). This num- 
ber coincided with the number of threads 
in the warp, 2,0o<> in all. There were other 
machines for making different varieties of 
lace. The Traverse warp machine, in 
which the warp beam traversed laterally, 
instead of the combs containing the car- 
riages of the bobbins. There was also a 
machine for weaving lace edeings and in- 
sertions called the Levers m icliinc. This 
was invented about 1814. It was so named 
from its inventor, John Levers. 

Whon the warp lace was made by the 
stocking weavers of Nottingham, that place 
became the centre of the lace trade in 
England. 

It was hero in 1809 that Mr. Ileathcoat 
introduced his patent machine, and was so 
successful in the manufacture of laces by 
machinery that the pillow lace makers or- 
ganized a labor society, or secret protect- 
ive union to contest the introduction of 
machinery in this industry. 

The members of this order called them- 
selves Luddites. This was a sort of old 
time boycotting movement to suppress by 
force the weaving of lace by machinery. 

The factory of Mr. Ileathcoat was enter- 
ed at night by these Luddites, the watch- 
man killed, and the lace machinery des- 
troyed. The lace weavers were thereby 
throw’ll out of employment. 

Many of them resolved to come to this 
country and establish themselves in this 
now enterprise hero, which they did soon, 
obtaining hi Boston the requisite capital to 
commence the work. The name of this 
now company was the New England Lace 
company, and it was started in 1820. It 
was afterwards moved to Ipswich. Mass., 
in 1823. Another rival company called the 
Boston and Ipswich Lace company was 
started there in 1828, and continued in full 
operation till 1832. 

This factory was looted on what is called 
the Perry estate, corner of Salem and Wil- 
liams street. The large house now stand- 
ing on the corner is a part of the same. 
The front rooms were used as a residence 
for the superintendent, Mr. White. Ancx- 
tensive building connected with this, now 
demolished, was used for the lace works,, 
and a brick machine shop, now demolished, 
was in the rear of this on Williams street, 
then called Lace Factory lane. 

The names of workmen employed in 
weaving laces in this factory, which was 
the first mechanical work iu this part of 
Newton, were John Clark. James Clark, 
George Gcdd, Samuel Gedd, John True- 
man, Matthew Bestwic, Win. Harrison, 
George Warner. John Bilsou, Benjamin 
Fewkes, Samuel Hunt, James Peatlicld. 
Mr. Watts, Mr. White and others. The 
winding upon these bobbins and rewind- 
ing from these to tho warp beam of this 
line thread furnished work for the sharp 
eves and nimble lingers of many young wo- 
men and girls.Q and many other persons 
found employment in this clean and ar- 
tistic work. 

This laee machinery and also the work- 
men employed by it wore moved to Ip- 
swich, Mass, in 1823 and was there carried 
oil with considerable success until 1830 or 
1832. The final failure of this enterprise 
was mostly due to tho fact that cotton 
thread of sufficient fineness could not he 
made iu this country at that time, the sup- 
ply therefore had to he imported from 
England. The British government know- 
ing this fact, imposed such duties on lino 
thread, that the laces could he brought 
over for less than the cost of importing the 
materials here. Therefore this first 
perfected enterprise for the manufacture of 
lace iu this country came to an untimely 
end. 

it may not he out of order at this time to 
say a few words about the spinning of line 
thread. Although the gentleman who read 
to us at our last meeting seemed to have 
exhausted that subject, there aro some 
things concerning it which ho left un- 
said. 

About 651), B. C., Amasis, the first ple- 
beian king of Egypt, sent as a present to 
tho Grecian temple at Lindus a linen cors- 
let of wonderful workmanship, each thread 
of which contained 300 filaments clearly to 
he distinguished. Figures were woven in 
the pattern of tho linen, and it was adorned 
wtth gold and cotton. Cotton was then a 
costly material lately introduced from 
India into Egypt, and was used along with 
gold for the enrichment of tho linen of this 
corslet. 

In 1832 the spinning of thread of suffi- 
cient fineness lor the laces was at that 
time an art environed with many difficult- 
ies, and many expensive experiments were 
tried iu vain efforts, as the dry elastic con- 
dition of our atmosphere seemed to be un- 
suitable for this delicate textile work. 

The moist climate of England iu which 
it was successful, and tho secret methods 
by which this work of spinning was con- 
ducted iu damp cellars iu France and 
Switzerland were unknown here at that 
time. Now the advanced knowledge of 
tlic conditions necessary would surmount 
these difficulties, and a jot of steam satur- 
ated air and electric conductors to produce 
artificially the exact condition of the at- 
mosphere would bo thought necessary for 
this delicate and difiicult work. Tho speak- 
er at our last meeting told us oi tho art of 
spinning thread, and of tho extreme fine- 
ness of some of this kind of work. The 
thread which is wound upon these bobbins 
is ii(lt) count. One pound of this thread by 
the criterion of numbering which bespoke 
of as in use. would extend nearly ten miles, 

1 have here an example sent ino from the 
Willimantie Mills, numbering 250 count, 
said to be the liiicni now spun ai that place. 
The speaker at. our last meeting also trac- 
ed tin: art of spinning hack to the spinning 
wnccl and distal!'. 

Tho spinning wheel is said to have been ; 
invented in 1533, bv a citizen of Bruns- . 
wick, England. The first spinning wheel 
was called a “ ram.” 

In the year 174*> a woman in East Daro- 
lmiu spun a single pound of wool into a 
thread 84,000 yards long, nearly 48 miles, 
upon a spinning wheel. Since that time a 
young lady of Norwich, England, has spun j 
a pound of combed wool into a thread of 
108,000 yards, and another 203,000 yards, 
nearly 115 miles. This thread if woven, i 
would make 200 yards of yard-wide mus- 
lin. 

There is a MSS. iu tho British Museum 
written only in the fourteenth century, iu 
which are several representations of a wo- 
man spinning with a wheel. “Tho ancient 
spindle mo 1 with the distal? was a wooden 
spindle with a hook at the upper end, and 
loaded at the lower end. "The Lai ps used a 
spindle with a stone ring to load the ;

Troy as many as 22,01)0 spindle wheels of j 
stone and terra-cotta. In Mycelium and j 
Tyrius he found them also in great nuin- I 
hers. In his work on the excavations made j 
in 1870, ’71 and ’73, he illustrates over 180 j 
different designs of ornamental spinning i 
wheels found by him, probably the private | 
marks of the owners. 

In 1530 was published a work called Die- ! 
tionary of Palsgrave where is this phrase: j 

“I Spynue upon a Rock’’ French **Io file : 
au rouet.” Aubury tells us that in Wilt- 
shire the nuns of St. Marys came forth with 
these rocks to spin, lie also says in an- 
other place in a hook called Nat. His. of 
Wiltshire, “In the old time they used to 
spin with rooks. 1 11 Saffortlsliire they use 
them still.” 

In Burns time in Scotland, when lads 
and lasses came together to spend a social 
evening each lassie brought her spinning 
aparntus or rock, and the assemblage was 
called rocking. “On Taston’s eve we had 
a rocking.” ( Robert Burns. ) The same in 
German “roeken.” The art of spinning is 
yet carried on in its simplest and most 
primative form. 

The Alaska Indians at tho present time 
use a rock forspinning similar to the spec- 
imens I have here to-night, one of which j 
was taken from the site which history 
gives as that of Waban’s lodge on the south 
side of Charles river at Newton, and tho 
other specimen was taken from a burnt 
hearth on the site of the lodge of Peeka- 
liimint. the last chief of the Agawam 
tribe at Ipswich. 

The diagrams upon the paper, taken 
from ancient paintings, and brought to- 
gether upon one page, are an apt illustra- 
tion of the advancement of tho art.

There is n rapid development taking 
place in the application of electricity as a 
motive power, and electric street railway 
cpmpanies are Springing up all over the 
country. The Newton Electric Haihvay 
Company was only a little in advance of 
flbo general movement, and by the time it 
cpmes to an agreement with tho Hoard of 
Aldermen, electric railroads will probably 
fte tho rule, instead of tho ( xjpption. 

Worcester, Westfield and Chicopee are 
about to introduce electric systems, and 
tlio plans of the West End Company are 
well known. T. C. Martin, in the Hailroad 
Gazotte, mentions a largo number of places 
vrlioro street cars arc already operated l>y 
electricity, and sz many experiments are 
feeing made that probably within a very 
few years wo shall see a great advance in 
Ibe use of electricity as a motor. A car 
fitted to an electric motor costs about 
double tho price of an ordinary horse-car, 
feut the horses, reckoned at from 0 to 12 per 
cgr. make the first cost about the same. 

There is a great variety in the methods 
aaed, which are described by Mr. Martin as 
follows: 

With electricity there is a re- 
markable flexibility of application and 
isingo of choice as to method. The car 
can carry its own power in storage batteries; 
tbv current conductors may lie put out of 
sight in conduits; a third rail can be placed 
cm any existing track; or the car may de- 
pend for current upon an overhead wire 
with contact trollerv or brush; and all of 
these can be used together, if necessary, 
cm one road. 1 have been on street rail- 
ways where each of these plans is exempli- 
fied. and have found all practicable and 
operative. The motor can lie put any- 
where, even on the roof, and can he geared 
OP in a dozen different ways. The average 
•ecovery of power is easily (50 to (55 per 
cent, and in every case the current re- 
quired is exactly proportionate, at the 
minute, to the work being done. The cost 
oi the electric conductors is more than off- 
set by t he wear and tear of a horse track. 
The central station electric plant will, in 
many cases, he more than paid for by the 
economy in real estate, and it can he put 
anywhere along the line or near it. It can 
also, as it does now, supply electric light 
and power for general purposes. 

oru TE.1IPKR tNCE l.KCSIMI.ATUKE 

The present legislature seems to have an 
unusual fondness f*>r “junkets,” which 
may bo partially explained by the revela- 
tions concerning the trip of the legislative 
committee on public charities to Worcester. 
They stopped at the Hay State House, 
while I hey were inspecting the state in- 
sane asylum, and tho bills were charged to 
flic commonwealth. Among the items was 
130 for sundries. whloh Senator .lefts, chair- 
man of the committee, refused to approve 
until further itemized. The items finally 
furnished were four bottles of Apolliunris, 
eighteen bottles of Hass’s ale, one quart of 
whiskey and one pint of Medford rum, all 
of which were required to enable the com- 
mittee to pursue the arduous work of in- 
spection. Senator .lefts, being a strong 
temperance man and Worcester a no-license 
town, sent the hill to the Worcester 
Central Temperance League, and the land- 
lord of the Hay State House has been ar- 
rested for selling liquor illegally. He 
threatens to fight the case and call in the 
members of the committee as witnesses. 
There arc eleven members of the commit- 
tee, and as they did not stay over night, the 
amount of stimulants seems to have been 
sufficient, to say the lest. 

As tho “junket” was only a small one, 
one can infer what the bills would he for 
a*trip that extended over a whole day, and 
perhaps those little excursions explain why 
•be legislature is so dilatory about making 
preparations for adjournment. 

The occurrence is a disgrace to the state, 
especially as the landlord was induced by 
flic state law-makers to become a law- 
fir aker. Probably only a portion of the 
members of the committee were guilty, ami 
A is to be hoped that the investigation 
fliat is threatened will result in their dis- 
CKVery,Ko that their constituents may know 
wli.o they are. 

The resignation of Miss James will be

Pcttce did not vote for the lights was lie- 
cause they are not regular subscribers to 
the Gazette. Tho Newton Electric Light 
and Power Company should see that these 
gentleman are supplied with this valuable 
paper at once.

RESIGNATION OF MISS HANNAH I*. .IAMKS, 

AS LIBRARIAN. — ELECTION OF REV. 
BRADFORD K. PIERCE, AS HER SUCCES- 
SOR. 

Editor of the CtltAlMHC : 

It will be a matter of general interest to 
know that it was with deep and sincere re- 
gret, that the trustees of the Newton Frco 
Library received at their last meeting the 
resignation of Miss Hannah P. James, who 
for more than 17 years lias so acceptably 
and fal tlitully discharged tho duties of 
librarian of the institution. It will be seen 
from her letter of resignation, that she is 
to enter a new and important field of ser- 
vice, and one for which she is pre-eminent- 
ly qualified — the organization of a free 
public library, for tho endowment of which 
the very generous sum of nearly four hun- 
dred thousand dollars lias been devised. 
The acceptance of her resignation, which, 
in view' of her reasons therefor, could not 
he consistently declined, and the election 
of Rev. I)r. Pierce as her successor, com- 
bining thereby the two offices of superin- 
tendent and librarian, together with the 
further action of the trustees, arc sufficient- 
ly set forth in the following transcript of 
their evening’s business: 

MISS JAMES’S LETTER OF RESIGNATION. 

Newton, April 80, 1«87. 

To the President and Hoard of Trustees of 
the Newton Free Library: 

Gentlemen I hereby tender my resigna- 
tion of the office of librarian of tho New- 
ton Free Library, wnieh I have had tho 
honor and pleasure of filling for the past 
seventeen and a half years, said resigna- 
tion to take effect on tho 1st of July next. 
My reason for so doing, is that 1 have ac- 
cepted the {charge of the Ostorhout JFree 
Library of Wilkesbarre, Pa. 

I have not taken this stop without very 
serious deliberation, and the advice of 
friends. My love for the Newton Free Li- 
brary is, and always lias been so strong, 
that tiie thought or wish to leave it never 
entered my mind. No ono could have 
kirder treatment or more loyal suppoit 
than I have always received at the hands 
of its board of trustees, and a great part of 
its success is. 1 am sure, owing to the free- 
dom I .have enjoyed from all unnecessary 
criticisms. 

It is not an easy matter to leave a place 
so endeared by grateful memories of the 
past, and the promise of beautiful realities 
in the future; so congenial w ith its pleas- 
ant companionships and its friendly greet- 
ings, and which has claimed my constant 
love and care for so many happy years. 1 
doubt not iliere will lie many lingering 
thoughts sent backward in the veins to 
come. 

Hut a new and tempting was been opened 
before me. Pennsylvania has no hucu true 
libraries as New England is so rich in, and 
1 have been asked to become a pioneer in 
the new field, to establish a free library ac- 
cording to New England ideas, and make 
it an influence for good in that part of the 
country. J know I shall encounter many 
difficulties, but 1 feel confident also of a 
good measure of success, and as I have 
been deemed worthy of such a position, 1 
feel that it is my opportunity to do a good 
work for the place, tor myself, and also for 
woman. I believo that women are especi- 
ally adapted to library work, and if ono 
woman can lie a successful librarian in 
Pennsylvania, why not others'.* The salary 
offered by tho Osterhout library is a largo 
increase over my present one, but 1 am 
confident it would have been no temptation 
hud the call been to an old established li- 
bruiy. It is the pioneer element that 
makes the invitation so desirable to me. 

In having the Newton Free Library, 1 
shall feel many regrets for myself; but for 
itself, it is in the same safe hands that 
have guided it succcssiuMv loi so long a 
time, and my heartfelt wish is that my suc- 
cessor may love it, and work for it heart 
and soul tor in my y us to come. With 
the wannest tirmks lor the kindness I have 
leeched from \ oil all,

j Picp <• piesciiti d the following resolutions,

new charge, and arc impressed with their 
force, with the manifest and noble purpose 
which urges her decision, and with the 
w ide and important, field of service and in- 
fluence opened before her. 

Resolved. That, we receive with sincere 
regret the resignation of Miss James, w ho 
has been its librarian front the opening of 
the institution, and to whose intelligence, 
constant study and diligent effort, the li- 
brary owes so much of its excellent ar- 
rangement, ami its efficiency and success in 
awakening tho interest and meeting the 
intellectual wants of the community. NV 

Resolved. That we bear unqualified tes- 
timony to the signal ability Miss James has 
exhibited in arranging the details of our 
daily distribution of books, in aiding in- 
quirers seeking assistance in pursuing their 
studies, and in connecting the library with 
the school work of the city, to the manifest 
benefit both of teachers and pupils. 

Resolved, That we refer gratefully to tho 
pleasant relations which have existed from 
the beginning, between tho hoard and its 
librarian, and shall follow her with our 
best w ishes for her highest success and 
usefulness in the new, very honorable ami 
well-deserved position to which she has 
been called ” 

Tho filling of the vacancy thus created, 
especially in view of important interests 
and increasing demands associated with the 
approaching completion ol' the library en- 
largement and the extension of its service, 
required the immediate and careful consid- 
eration of the trustees. Several applica- 
tions were already before tho board, some 
of them from persons of large experience 
and manifest fitness for the position. All 
of them were kindly and considerately can- 
vassed. but. in view of the special and press- 
ing exigencies referred to, it was deemed 
best to combine for tho present tho two of- 
fices of superintendent and librarian, and 
Rev. Dr. Fierce, so long and efficiently 
serving in tho former relation, and there- 
fore familiar with all interests involved, 
was elected as the successor of Miss James 
for the six months of the present year fol- 
lowing her retirement. 

Among other business transacted, it was 
voted that the original reading room of tho 
library be hereafter known as Jewett Hall, 
and the new reading room as Chaffin Hall. in 
recognition of timely and generous gifts 
contributed in aid of the library and its 
work by the late Mrs. Lydia M. Jewett and 
by Job ii C. Chaffin-, Esq., of Newton, the 
latter at a time when the enterprise was in 
pressing need of pecuniary relief, and the 
former having been set apart for the pur- 
chase of works of art for library use.

| RETURNS OF PROPERTY HELD FOR LITER-

OR SCIENTIFIC PURPOSES. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chnpto 
Jli, Acts of ln8.’. — All persons and corporations are 
hereby required to bring to the Assessors' «if New- 
ton on any day from .May llrst to the thirteenth day 
of June next, true lists or nil real and personal es- 
tate held by such persons and corporations, re- 
spectively, for literary, benevolent, obnritable or 
scientific purposes, on tho first day of May, D87, to- 
gether with statements of tho amount of all receipts 
nml expenditures by such person or corporation for 
said purpose during tho year next preceding said 
second day of M-iy; such lists and statements 
to be in such detail as may be required by the Tax 
Commissioner, 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

CHAP. 170, ACTS OF 18f2, SEC. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgngco of real estnto may 
bring to the Assessors of the town or city wliero 
su :li real estate lies, at the time specified for bring- 
ing in the list as provided in section thirty-eight of 
chapter cloven of tlie Public Statutes, a statement 
under oath, of the amount duo on each separate lot 
or parcel of such real estate, and the name aud res- 
idence of every holder an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee and mortngor. When suoli property is situ- 
ated in two or more places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estates 
or parts of mi estate, an estimate of the 
amount of the mortgagee's interests in each estate 
or part of nn estate shall he given iu such state- 
ment. I he Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parti of 
sueh estates that are the interests of mortgagees 
and mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess tho 
same. Whenever, in any ease of mortgaged Real 
EHiate, a statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided. nn tax for tlie then current year on such real 
estate shall be invalidated for the reason thnt a 
mortgagee’s fTitercst therein has not been assessed 
to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable to 
a ilrin. but each resident partner must include these 
items in Ids individual return. Owners and agents 
of ships nml vessels engaged in tho foreign carry- 
ing trade, are referred to Sections s and 9, of Chap- 
ter 11 of the Public Statutes, for the form of return 
required to obtain exemption irom taxation upon 
tlie valuation of such property. 

Any person bringing iu a list of all bis taxable per 
Komd property will be assessed upon the valuation 
thereof, and any person neglecting to furnish Hie 
Assessors with such list within tlie time above 
specified, will be doomed at a legal meeting of tlie 
Board of Assessors, agreeably to the laws of tins 
Common wen llli. 

All persons will take notice thnt statements of 
personal property must lie in writing and snbsorib- 
e I under oath before tho Asscssors.cn or before tho 
thirteenth day of June, and that tlie personal prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must ho estimated by 
tho board, notwithstanding nny verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any one or 
moiv of tlie Assessors.— Pub. Htat.. Chap. II, Sec. 
3:1 and 41. When a person lias failed to hiing in a 
list or schedule of all his taxable property in con- 
formity to this notice, no abatement of u tax asses 
sed <>n derssnal estate to such person, can lie grant- 
ed •• unless Mich tax exceeds by more tiian fifty per 
v >nt. the a. ..omit which would have been assessed 
to that | ui'M.ii on personal estate if ho hud season- 
ably brought in s rid list ; and if said tax exceeds 
bv Junto than fifty per cent, tlie said amount, the 
almteiiK nl shall be only of tlie excess above the 
said filly per cent.”— Pub. Si.. Clmp. 11, Sec. 73.

'Pits common council met Monday evon- 
tlitl, with President Coffin in tlm chnir.

Kennedy. The minutes of the hist meet- 
fuj; were read and approved. 

Business from the board of aldermen 
was received and disposed of in concur- 
rence. The substitute order appropriating 
$4o for the paintini* of the Lower Falls 
foot bridge was passed. 

The order for gas lamps was explained 
fty Councilman Budpath. who said that the 
gas company had had a good thing in their 
Contract for street lighting, and naturally 
Wore notdisposed to give it up. It therefore 
had opposed electric lights, and the stieet 
light committee could make no satisfactory 
terms with them until the electric light 
itrder was passed. The committee 
did not care any more for the electric light 
company than for the gas company, and 
therefore when the gas company canie to 
the figures which the committee thought 
rttouhl be paid for street lamps, they had 
withdrawn their recommendation about 
incandescent lamps and recommended a 
contract with the gas company, as they be- 
lievtMi in competition, and that the street 
lighting should l»e done by two companies 
Instead of one. The gas company had | 
CScd the argument that they could not af- 
ford to reduce the price if 218 lamps were 
taken away, as in that case they would 
liave to pay the lamp lighters more. So far 
<roi» this being the case, they had just re- 
duced the pay of their lamp lighters 84 
cents per post, or one-third of the reduc- 
tion they had made in the price. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Kedpatli said lie was glad that 
flic contract had been made, as it would 
tfve the alderman from Ward 4 an oppor- ! 
tuniiy to adjust his ligures to those of -the 
committee. 

. A communication from the county com- 
missioners was read, abating $17,050 on 
tlie valuation of the property of the New- 
ton Mills made by the assessors. A* the 
bearing granted by the commissioners, 
Paul West had appeared as attorney for the 
fTewton Mills, and W. S. Slocum for the as-

Missionary Conference. 

Tlio Foreign Mtftslonary Conference of 
the Theologians of Andover, lioston Uni- 
versity and Newton, was opened on the 
evening of Thursday, May 4th, at the 
First church, about 145 members and a 
laruo congregation being present. After 
devotional services, the singing boing led 
by the organ, llcinnmy Klaipo of Newton 
’87, playing tbo cornet, the opening busi- 
ness of the conference was concluded, by 
the appointment of 'dilTemit members to 
preside at each meeting of the session. Fol- 
lowing, Prof. K. I). Burton gave an address 
of welcome , substantially as follows: Wo 
bid you welcome to our community, and 
know that as guests here you will meet 
many who sympathize with the object of 
this conference, and are more than ordinari- 
ly interested in the world wide spreading 
of the gospel. Half a score and more of the 
names of missionaries are on the rolls of 
these churches, witli others not less 
honored, who have entered the church 
triumphant. We hid you welcome, because 
of what you are ami hope to be. This 
movement for the conference of earnest stu- 
dents lias been of i«>. oral years growth, and 
took form in a similar gathering, held last 
summer at Norihileid, by Mr. I). I,. Moody, 
and bad its life in the laot that there are 
at present in our institutions of learning 
about llftccu hundred persons, who propose 
to enter on gospel work in foreign lands. 
God is in this movement, it has on its face 
features which mark it as such. During 
the last three decades all the political 
barriers which barred the great empires of 
tho east have been floated oil. What does 
it mean? these two marked events coming 
together; it means that God is preparing 
bis church for victory overbid and heathen- 
ism, if wo do not lling ourselves down in 
the path of his purposes. This generation 
must grapple with the great questions of 
the foreign service, those of education, 
self help, co-operation. Christiau lands 
must form the base of supplies. And you 
members of this conference, who shall 
under different societies bo working side 
by side, must have no asperities, remember 
the spirit of union of tiiis hour. 

Will our men of wealth furnish means 
for our work as frtst as wo in the same 
spirit furnish men? Let us unlock the 
coders by setting lief ore them an army of 
young men, who shall say calmly and in no 
spiiit of fanaticism, “Here we are, send 
us.” I ‘rejoice in this movement, in its 
reverent honoring of the Holy Spirit, rarely 
in my life time have I so felt its power as 
at the' gatherings of tho “Inter-Seminary 
Alliance.” We bid you wclcomo to our 
homes and churches, remembering the 
words of our Great Captain, who said, 
“He that receivcth you, received! me.” 


May Magazines. 

The May number of the Century Maga- 
zine opens with two articles of Interest to 
every intelligent reader — Finding Pharaoh, 
by Edward L. Wilson, and Pharoah the Op- 
pressor and His Daughter, in the Light of 
Their Monuments, by John A. Paine. 
These articles are profusely illustrated, and 
the reflection is forced upon one that “Im- 
perious Caisar, dead and turned to clay,” 
is an affair of only last month in compari- 
son with the mummy-kings who look out 
at the nineteenth-century reader with a 
strange expression of conscious antiquity, 
as if they knew how long they have been 
dead. Other pleasing contributions are Mr.

Limoln history goes on, as does also The 
Hundredth Man, and Professor W. O. At- 
w.uer furnishes the first paper in a valuable 
Berios on Tho Chcmistrv of Foods and Nu- 
trition. Among versos of more or less 
merit, undoubtedly the most striking are 
those by Anthony Morchead, said to he a 
pseudonym of the late Professor Sill, on-* 
titled The Deserter. 

flic editor of The Overland Monthly has 
a definite object in view, and makes a suc- 
cessful demonstration of it in every num- 
ber.

One of the charges brought against the 
Hi«li School is the great number of “secret 
ffociclfcR” that exist among the scholars, i 
tlie nuin'ocr being generally placed at 
twelve or thirteen, and a dreadful vision is 
tmmght np of the horrible secret oaths, 
pass-words, and dark doings generally of 
these societies. The societies are cata- 
logued in \ pamphlet issued by the High 
ftehool Review, and number fifteen, which 
are all that, exist among the High School 
scholars, although there are a half dozen 
others among tiro recent graduates, to 
whoso meetings members of the Senior 
class arc sometimes invited, but to which 
they can not properly be said to belong. 

Of these lb teen “secret” socioties, one is 
the Lyceum; one is the High School Chorus: 
one is a chess club formed by West Newton 
pupils; throe aro tennis clubs, with certain 
mysterious initials for their names; one is 
a cooking club, composed of young ladies; 
one is a little girls’ club; one is the ’88 
orchestra, and one is a sort of Christian 
Endeavor Society. This leaves five unac- 
counted for; and tiireo ot the livo are social 
dubs, which were formed long before any 
Of their members entered the High School, 
-and which are merely for social meetings 
at the members’ houses. Another is a do 
bating club, which has been superceded by- 
theJLyccimi. None of the foregoing have 
anything -secret shout them; no pass words, 
grips, or secret meetings, and all but the 
Tenuis clubs, tlio girls’ cooking clul», the 
'Lyceum and the Chorus have less than a 
4dozcn members each. Most of them arc 
’local affairs; have no connection with the 
-school; their membership is confined to one 
village, and they meet at the houses of the 
Smembers, where the parents have full 
power to bo present and revise the proceed- 
ings. It is true that most of them have 
father pretentions names, and show more 
Ur less familiarity with the Greek alphabet, 
4but Lit is is hardly a crime. 

This leaves only, one society unaccounted 
for, which could by any stretch of imagina- 
tion be called secret, and this one is a secret 
society. Before denouncing it, however, it 
might be well to state that it was formed 
early this year, with six members present; 
four oihers were elected anil — tho society 
adjourned and has never held a meeting 
Since, tho projectors finding it to be too 
much of a bore to enry their project out. 

Of courso to any one who only knows 
these societies by their names, they appear 
very terrible utTairs, and therefore it has 
been comparatively easy to raise a bowl 
against “scciet” societies by those interest- 
ed. The parents of tho pupils knew the facts, 
and have only laughed at the absurd reports 
which have been spread abroad, while 
those who knew nothing of the school 
(guild not help being impressed, as those 
who spread the rumors knew. 

Tho various social organizations connect- 
ed with the churches in the city might as 
wed be called secret societies, as these 
■clubs among il*.* young people who attend 
the High School. Tho whole story is like 
that of ‘•Tlio Three Black Crows,” which 
it much resembles. It is supposed that the 
reports of tho “secret societies ’ came from 
the opponents of tho present Head Master 
of tho High School, but it is hardly proba- 
ble that they would descend to such gross 
misrepresentation of facts, in order to carry 
tli“ir point. 

The scheme to increase tho compensa- 
tion of members of the legislature to v 1,000 
is one that ought not to succeed. Judging 
from the record made by this legislature, the ; 
salary of members should be reduced in- 
Stead of increased. There is no reasonable j 
excuse for the increase. t$500 was large ( 
enough, and when that sum was paid there : 
was no trouble in finding men willing to ( 
gervo the state, and many regard the pres- 
ent sum of $7o0 as a' great deal too high a i 
price to pay lor the services rendered. , 
The length of tho session is an additional 
season against the increase, as it only 
Shows thu Inefficiency of the members hav- 
ing the committee work in charge. All the 
legislation necessary might have been 
passed weeks ago, and an adjournment 
made, but instead of that July will proh- 
Hbly find this legislature still in session. 
A tew more legislatures like the present 
one, with its junkets and Beverly scandals, 
v ill convert the people to a belief in bienni- 
al sessions, which would not only save 
money, but also save the reputation of tho 
Commonwealth. __________

nobility seldom unworthily bestowed. 

The present work is no exception to the 
rule. This is a good book in every way. 
In the first place, it is from the pen of a 
master of English expression, who writes 
precisely what he means and nothing more, 
nothing less, nothing else. In this respect 
the work contrasts , favorably with the 
writings of some eminent specialists whose 
slip-shod style betrays tlie detects of their 
early education and their lack of general 
scholarship. One cannot help feeling a 
distrust ot conclusions staled in an awk- 
ward, inadequate or precipitate manner;, 
tlie natural inference being that the inner 
thinking corresponds in slovenliness with 
its outward form and dress. How often 
has the reader been tempted to toss aidde 
an otherwise meritorious volume on en- 
countering, lor example, that most vicious 
ol solecisms, an adverbial phrase inter- 
posed between the infinitive and its sign, as 
•to gently, yet, iu a degree, effectively im- 
picss, etc.’ 

Wo wish the authors of certain standard 
text-books — as well as our wise men iu 
congress and all newspaper writers,— could 
be made to appreciate the force and beauty 
of the construction employed by Dr. Field, 
“favorably to modify action.” Then .they 
would cease to offend the taste and literary 
sense of their readers by using the gross 
vulgarism whose absence is hero com- 
mended. 

But the correct uso of his mother tongue, 
evidently haoitual to this author, is the 
least of liis merits. He has something of 
importance to communicate, and, while 
his work rivals that of Fothergill iu felicity 
of expression, it is immeasurably superior 
to the “Handbook” in its philosophical ar- 
rangement, clearness of statement and 
practical value of suggestion. 

Fothergill writes dt-lighti ullv, but he 
rambles from bis subject like DeQuiucey. 
Dr. Field’s comments aie always germane 
to the matter. 

Tile former's style is too diffuse for the 
enjoyment of the busy practitioner. The ob- 
servations of tins latter are concise, and 
often of pregnant import. 

Fothergili’s formulas sometimes pre- 
scribe doses of unwieldy bulk, or of naus- 
eous and incompatible quality. Dr. Field’s 
illustrative recipes might be used with ad- 
vantage just as they stand, though they 
are of flexible adaptability and given only 
■o exemplify general principles. 

We intend not to disparage the British 
author. lie is m many respects tlie most sug- 
gestive ot modern medical writers, and Ins 
works richly reward the discriminating 
reader. But, iu our opinion, his American 
contemporary is more than the peer of the 
insular clinician. 

Dr. Field first gives the history, describes 
the properties, action, uses, preparations 
and dose of each ealliaric agent; then its 
suitable applications, anil tlie conditions 
which forbid its employment. Tito auth- 
or’s classification oi purgatives is based 
upon their therapeutic action, not upon 
tin; accident ot their mineral or vegetable 
derivation. ( hoiagogues receive, as they 
deserve, separate atm special consideration; 
and their differential effects and uses are 
clearly indicated. Finally, under the head 
of “General Principles, ” a terse analytical 
sumiuaiy is presented of the evidence pre- 
viously introduced. 

Tho second part of tho work treats of 
emetics, their remedial employment, con- 
tra-indication and the medicinal. moral and 
mechanical means found serviceable in tlm 
treatment of supervoiuitiou. 

It is manifest that a wide range of pro- 
fessional study and of clinical experience 
i iias been gleaned for tin* harvest here gar- 
1 nered up. Indeed, it would lie hard to 
, find elsewhere an interpretation of bed- 
hide phenomena evincing so much incisive 
good sense as that in the pages of this 
book, wliero tlie agencies for the arrest of 
! persistent morbid vomiting are discussed. 

Tho book is copiously indexed, hand- 
somely printed on good paper, and sub- 
! Manually bound; iu short, it is a work of 
art embodying the work of an artist. 

As wo have already intimated, there is 
1 no parade of learning in the little mono- 
graph before us; but there is an alHucneo 
of knowledge which commands attention

Then tho effects upon 
our iligli School Battalion cannot ho too 
highly esteemed. If gives the boys an 
object lesson in patriotism and loyalty, 
which can not tail ot having some effect. 
'The program for the day has not yet been 
fully completed, but it will probablv bo 
announced in a lew days. 

As tlie :10th of May draws nigh, tho 
citizens of Newton should remember that 
flowers will be needed, and bo ready to 
contribute them for the purpose of decora- 
ting the graves of the nation’s dead.

ASSESSORS’ NOTICE. 


The Inhabitants of the city of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay taxes therein, are here- 
by required to bring In to tho Assessors of said 
Newton, on any day trom May second to tho thir- 
teenth day of June next, true lists of nit their polls 
(male* *J0 years old ar il upward.) and schedules and 
estimates of thetr personal estates, not exempted 
from taxation. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested to 
rumlsh the Assessors with stutememe in relation 
to such estates. 

When estates of poison* deceased have been di- 
vided during the past year, or have changed hands 
from other causes, the executors, administrators, 
trustees or other persons interested, are required 
and warned to givo notice of such eliango; and in 
default or such notice will beheld to pay tho tax 
assessed, although such estate has been wholly dis- 
tributed nml paid over. 

RETURNS OF PROPERTY HELD FOR LITER- 
ARY, BENEVOLENT, CHARITABLE 
OR SCIENTIFIC PURPOSES. 

In accordance with the r* quircim nts of Clmpte 
217, Acta of 1882.— All person* and corporations are 
hereby required to bring to the Assessors of New- 
ton on any day from May first to tho thirteenth dav 
or June next, true lists of all real and personal es- 
tate held by such persons ami corporations, re- 
spectively, for literary, benevolent, charitable or 
scientific purposes, on the first day of May, 1887, to- 
gother with statements of the amount of all receipts 
and expenditures by such person or corporation for 
said purpose during the year next preceding said 
second day of May; snob lists ami statements 
to be in such detail as may be required by the Tax 
Commissioner, 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

CHAP. 175, ACTS OF 18! 2, SEC; I. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of real estate may 
bring to tho Assessors of the town or city where 
such real estate lies, at the time specified for bring- 
ing in the list as provided iu section thirty-eight of 
chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a statement 
under oath, or tho amount due on each separate lot 
or parcel of such real estate, and tho name nml res- 
idence of every holder an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee and nmrtngor. When such property is situ- 
ated in two or more places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum t wo or more estates 
or parts of ait estate, an estimato of the 
amount of the mortgagee’s Interests in each estate 
or part of nn estate shall be given in such state- 
ment. The Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parts of 
such estates that are the interests of uioi tgageea 
and mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess tho 
sain*/. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Rcul 
Estate, a statement is not brought in ns herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on such reul 
citato shall ho invalidated for tlie reason that a 
mortgagee's interest therein has not been assessed 
to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable to 
a firm, hut each resident partner must include then* 
items in Ids individual return. Owners umi agents 
of ships nml vessels engaged iu the foreign carry- 
ing trade, arc referred to Sections s and », of Chap- 
ter It of the Public Statutes, for tlie form of return 
required to obtain exemption Horn taxation upon 
the vitlnntinn of suuh property. 

Any person bringing in n list of all his taxable per 
Homil property will lie assessed upon tlie valuation 
thereof, und any person neglecting to furnish the 
Assessors with such list within the time above 
specified, will be doomed at a legal meeting of the 
Board of Assessors, agreeably to the laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must be In writing nml subscrib- 
ed under oath before the Assessors, on or beforo tho 
thirteenth day of June, nud that the personal prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must be estimated by 
the Isianl. notwithstanding any verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any ono or 
more of tlio Assessors.— Pul*. Htat.. Chap. 11, Sec. 
30 and 41. When n person 1ms failed to hiing in a 
list or schedule of all his tuxahlc property in con- 
formity to this notice, no abatement of u tax asics 
sell on dersonal estate to such person, can he grant- 
ed “unless Mich tux exceeds by more than fifty por 
cent, then.oount which would have been assessed 
to that person on personal estate if lm lmd season- 
ably brought in said list; and if said tax exceeds 
by imho than llliy per cent, the said amount, the 
uhatemeut shall be only of tlie excess above thu 
s.ihi filly por cent.”— Pul*. St.. (’Imp. It. See. 73.

HIGH SCHOOL SOCIETIES. 

A LETTER FROM MR. FIHIIKR AM EH UPON 

the sLTWKrrr. 


Editor of flic (JKAt’fllc : 

Your editorial of hist week in regard to 
a supposed objection to secret societies in 
the High School, is quite wide of the mark, 
as far as the committee is concerned. No 
such criticism or objection has been made. 
It is true, however, that the extent to 
which social or other outside amusements 
and distractions have interfered with the 
regular work of the school is recognized 
and regretted hy the committee in chargo, 
and there can be no question that the nu- 
merous clubs and organizations connected* 
with the school, however innocent and ex- 
cellent perhaps in themselves, have con- 
tributed to increase t lie evil. 

TUe committee are perfectly well aware 
that they have no right to interfere with 
the social relations or the avocations of tlio 
pupils. It is for parents to determine the 
character and extent of these outside mat- 
ters. But if they arc so frcijuunt and gen- 
eral as to actually interfere with the prog- 
ress of classes, and cause the work to drag 
behind, especially when a considerable 
part of it is done under tiie school name. 1 
think it is time for the committee to ap- 
peal to parents to try to remedy the evil. 1 
know from experience how much easier it 
is to he indulgent, and allow participation 
in harmless amusements, to the prejudice 
of study.than it is to insist upon the school 
work being lirst done. \ r id< o mcllora , prn- 
boqne, Mil (leln'iora nequor. But we should 
try to realize the importance of the work 
of the scholars. It is certainly as import- 
ant as the business of earning a livelihood 
for the family, aud to turn aside from tho 
duty of the hour to indulge in every dis- 
traction that presents itself is a very poor 
preparation* ior the struggle with the 
temptations and hardships of after life. 
This is not a matter which can he regulat- 
ed by school discipline. The remedy lies 
with the scholars themselves and their 
parents. We expect a feeling of honor ami 
self-respect to animate the pupils, and to 
prompt them not only to conduct them- 
selves as young ladies and gentlemen, but 
to become thoroughly interested in t heir 
work. When the lessons are learned the 
more healthful exercises and amusement* 
the scholars have ihe better. But we all. 
parents aud children, should bear in mini! 
that the school work is the lirst object, and* 
that a faithful attention to it is sure of a 
rich reward. Fisher Ames.

Previous to the ad- 
dition the miscellaneous fund ba 1 been re- 
duced to $2(1, as Alderman Grant, explain- 
ed. Tho tund was $0,500 at 'lie lieginnitig 
of the year, nut two judgments against t he 
city to tho amount ot $4,00t), and $1 ,‘>u 0 for 
U now bell ami striker, to replace the one 
destroyed by the burning of Eliot chuich, 
bad been taken Irom it, and those unex- 
pected expt uses Imd left the fund badly 
chattered. $1,500 would be needed for | 
election ex | tenses, and the linanee commit- 
fce's recoin m ii at ion that it be increased ^ 
by the addition ot £1.000 was adopted. i 

Frank E. Liddell, on recommendation of 
Chief liixby, was appointed permanent 
driver of hose carriage No. I, l\ard 7, the 
(i]>pointmeut to date from June 1st. 

Business from the common council was 
disposed of in concurrence. The order for 
Hie improvement of Fountain square, New- 
ton Highlands, was indorsed by Aldermen 
Nickerson. llollis and Ward and passed 
unanimously. 

Alderman Harwood spoko for the side- 
walk on Washington and Park streets, in 
front of Mr. Murray’s new house, and it | 
was adopted. The Vernon street improve- 
ment hetwoon Park and Centre streets, was 
indorsed by Alderman Harwood, who said 
that the street was badly ent up by the 
heavy teams coming from Boston, on their 
way to Nowtonville and beyond, and Al- 
derman Petteo said this was only one of 
many similar places, which were mud 
holes in wet weather, and ought to bo fixed 
Op at once. The order was also passed. 

At this point Mayor Kimball, who lias 
not entirely recovered from his recent ill- 
ness, loft the chair utul Alderman Pettce 
was called on to preside. 

M. C. Laflic, recently appointed a pri- 
vate detective, handed in a list of his Dond.s- 
*nen in the sum of $3,000, who were him- 
self, John O Evans and A. L>. Ford. The 
list was retorted to the finance committee, 
to ascertain their responsibility. 

Timothy Lane was granted a license to 
move a small building from Gibus to Wal- 
nut street. 

A number of small bills were read aud 
Approved. 

A communication was received from the 
water board, asking authority to lay an 
■S-inch water main on Grove street, 2,758 
feet in length, to complete a main Irom 
Auburndalc to Lower Falls, so that the 
Ihtter village would not be left without 
water if the main on Washington street 
«liould be broken. There were only a few 
dwellings along the line and the" board 
asked that the customary 5 per cent guai- 
antce might ho dispensed with. The cost 
oi the work was to be limited to $3,327. 
City Engineer Noyes said that as yet there 
were only two faucets oil tho line to be 
supplied, but u main had recently been 
laid to the Boston and Albany round house, 
of which this would ne an extension, and 
the income from that would amount to 
more than the 5 per cent guarantee lor the 
whole work. Lower Falls was now only 
supplied by one line of pipe, and tin* con- 
sequences might be serious should a fire 
Bivak out when that ina n was broken ami 
being repaired. Alderman Nickerson said 
there were many other places in the same 
condition, aud Lower Falls could lake the 
same chances as t lie rest of us. Mr. Noyes 
said that although there were a .tinni er of j 
streets with deadends of mains, there was I 
io other village but had two or mine ' 
sources of sup) ly. Aldeimnii Waul i 
thought the communication aud order nr- j 
compnnying it ought to be referred to some j 
committee of the council. On motion ot 
Alderman Grant, the matter was laid on 
the table.

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REV. CIIAPIN HOWARD CARPENTER. 

BY BKV. C. W. OltKKN, MKTIiODI^T MlAfitON- 
ARY AT HAKODATE, YKZO, .TAI’AX. 


Uuv. C. II. Carpenter, whose dealli oc- 
curred at Neniuro, .lupnn, Fob. 2, 1887, 
wns born Into tbo family. of a baptist cler- 
gyman, who served fifty years in the pas- 
toral olllee, and was able to trace bis an- 
cestry through eight generations, to the 
first llaptist 'church in America. Mr. Car- 
penter began his life under circumstances 
calculated to make upon his mind religious 
impressions that would nfTcct bis whole 
subsequent career. And yet, obliged to see 
some of the disadvantages of the Clnistiau 
ministry, lie was disclincd to it for himself 
though feeling that, if converted, he should 
he called to this work. It is not then sur- 
prising that, while he was spoken of as a 
“faithful son” and “helpful at. home.” he 
resisted for a time the Christian influence 
which afterwards led him to a complete 
surrender ot himself to Christ and his 
cause. However, the timo of resistance 
was not long. 

Having completed his academic course 
at YVilliston Seminary, he entered Harvard 
College in 18. Vi, and was graduated in 18511. 
As a student, though speaking of himself 
ns a “dig.” li s habits were mi exact, and 
his application so close, that he tanked as 
number ton in a class of ninety; and in af- 
ter life exhibited qualities of a scholarship 
far above the average. 

It was while he was in co’lcge that Mr. 
Carpenter was converted to Christ; and 
so complete was the work wrought that lie 
was ready. not only to devote his life to the 
Christian ministry, hut, if his Lord should 
ho will, to exercise that ministry among the 
heathen. He had been but a short time in 
Harvard when lie was joined l»v a friend. 
This friend, going into Mr. Carpenter's 
room one night, hut finding him absent, 
engaged with his room-mate in conversa- 
tion, during which ho complained that lie 
was homesick on account of the godless- 
ness which surrounded him. When Mr. 
Carpenter returned the remark was re- 
peated to him, and set him to thinking, lie 
retired for the night; but his thoughts 
troubled him, lie could not sleep. Ho re- 
flected that though he was the child of 
Christian parents, the subject of many 
prayers, and had always been surrounded 
by religious influences, the godlcssness of 
liis situation had made no impression upon 
him; and the thought disturbed him. Tims 
as he passed a sleepless night, with Cod’s 
arrow of conviction each moment pene- 
trating more deeply liis soul, be yielded to 
tho claims of liis divine Master; and with 
morning light, there hurst upon his spirit- 
ual darkness the (Irvine light in which he 
walked and had fellowship with Cod until 
the portals of tho sky received him to bo 
forever with tho Lord. His conversion 
thus brought about left nothing to bo de- 
sired. So thorough and conclusive was it 
that years afterward, as lie lay dying in a 
heathen land, and craved, as he needed, all 
of divine rupport available to him, he 
could exclaim, “O that my Saviour would 
show his face just as when 1 was convert- 
ed.” And then, realizing the sure founda- 
tion on which he had built, he added, 
“The Lord Jesus ransomed my soul years 
ago, and 1 gave myself to him; and I have 
been trying to serve him and bo true to 
him all these years; and for many years I 
have been ready to die for him; lie’ll not 
forsake me now.’’ 

C rad ua ting from Harvard, Mr. Carpen- 
ter entered the same year the Baptist 
Theological Institution at Newton. Here 
Professor Haeketi’s teaching soon awaken- 
ed in him an enthusiasm for the study of 
the Scriptures, and be became greatly in- 
terested in bis class prayer-meetings, find- 
ing them “a means of peculiar grace.” lie 
also engaged in preaching while he pur- 
sued liis theological studies; but ho would 
take no step toward determining his fu- 
tuio work till after liis graduation. On 
Commencement day a deputation from one 
of the churches waited upon him, with a 
view to securing his services as a pastor ot 
their church; but they were met with the 
announcement that lie must first see the* 
executive committee of the Missionary 
Union. “If they have work for me,” lie 
said, "I must do that; if not, I will come 
to you.” His offer to tho committee was 
accepted, and he was duly appointed to as- 
sist Ur. Ilinuey, in the Karen Theological 
School at. Rangoon, Burma. 

October 17.18(>2,at Newton Centre. Mass., 
ho was married to Harriot E., daughter of 
Mr. M. S. Rice, a staunch pillar of tho 
Methodist Episcopal church. Shu became 
the partner of his toils, and side by side 
with him wrought for her Master with rare 
oOicicncy and devotion. On Oct. .‘50 of the 
same year they embarked in a sailing 
ship, and reached Rangoon May 12Lh, 
180-5. 

Thus began Mr. Carpenter’s missionary 
career, which conveniently divides ilseli 
into three periods. The first of those be- 
gan when lie lauded in Rangoon, and closed 
when, on account of tho impaired health 
of himself and wife he was obligod to re- 
turn t > tho United States in September 
1812. Five and a half years of this period 
wore spent in connection with the Theo- 
logical School at Rangoon, when tho death 
of Mr. Thomas of Bassein and the urgent 
invitation of the Bassein pastors led to his 
appointment to that Held. Hero lie found 
himself the inheritor of a rich legacy in 
what had been well planned and success- 
fully started by Mr. Abbott and Mr. Beech- 
er. and ho was soon immersed in a great 
educational work as well as in the care o 
all the churches. Seven thousand Christ- 
ians, gathered into seventy or more 
churches claimed his attention. This 
could only be directly given at such times 
as could be spared from the pressing work 
in town. And yet within a few mouths he 
had visited more than half the churches, 
besides scattered hamlets of Christians and 
lieathuiii and was abundant in the labors 
of preaching, correcting error, Bible dis 
tributiou, and such other work as bis po- 
sition called tor. But three and a half 
years spent in the engrossing labor of long 
inarches on the feverish Araean coast, night 
watches, and heavy responsibilities were 
sufficient to reduce the missionary from a 
state of vigorous health to one of sickness, 
while the health of his companion was con- 
siderably impaired. The superintendence 
of a woi k so large, with the exposure inci- 
dent He reto, had brought on malarial fe- 
ver, so that he was obliged to leave Bassein 
for a temporary rest and change in the 
United States. And yet, in this enfeebled 
condition, the journey homeward was made 
to include six weeks of ovotlaud travel be- 
tween Maulmuin and Bangkok, in order to 
visit heathen into whose hamlets no white 
missionary had ever before gone. 

After a furlough of a year and a half in 
America, Mr. Carpenter and his compan- 
ion returned to Burma for a second term of 
service. In April, 1874. lie assumed tho 
duties of the presidency of the Rangoon 
Baptist college; hut a year in that position 
made him home-sick for the co-operation 


and sympathy of the noble people of Bas- 
sein, for whom and with whom he had ia- 
1 ored with marked success for a system of 
self-supporting schools. lie therefore 
asked and was allowed to ret urn to tho 
Bassein « ork, which had so fully enlisted 
his sympathies, and received so largely his 
support. It was during this period, and 
under Mr. Carpenter’s directions that tho 
Bassein Karen Christians raised very large 
sums of money for their work, especially 
for the building and endowment of the 
“Ivo Tliah Byu Memorial Hall.” But 
broken hi health, another return to 
America was decided upon, and with his 
departure in November, 1880, his second 
term of missionary life in Burma came to a 
closo. 

It was thought that a year or two of rest 
would restore his health and then he 
would resume liis work for tho Karens. 
But after four years had passed, without 
much improvement, the plan of returning 
to a tropical climate had to he abandoned. 
In the meantime, however, Mr. Carpenter 
was turning his waiting time to account; 
and in “.Self Support in Basseiu,” pro- 
nounced by a high authority "an epoch 
making hook in the history of missions, 
and in “Mission Economics,” tho church 
lias the result of his labors. Whether or 
not it will be found that the positions 
taken in Ids published woiks proved him 
to be twenty years ahead of his time, only 
the future can determine. 

As lie passed through Japan on route for 
the United States, at the end of his first 
term in Burma. Mr. Carpenter’s attention 
was called to the Ainos of Yezo, and to 
them lie was attracted because of their 
siiniliarity to his beloved Karens. Thus it 
happened that when return to Burma 
scorned no longer practicable and there 
arose the question of another Held of labor, 
ho decided to start on a mission to the 
utterly neglected Ainos of Yezo, purposing 
to devote himself exclusively to labor for 
that people. Accordingly ho with Mrs. 
Carpenter sailed from San Francisco in 
August 1880, reaching Yokohama, Japan, 
about the last of the same mouth; and the 
following month found them established in 
Nomuro. Thus began the third, last, and, 
very brief period of his missionary life. 

Before leaving the United States, Mr. 
Carpenter had understood that t here was 
no one working for this aboriginal people; 
and gathering from such information as ho 
could find, that the largest numbers were 
settled in and about Kusliiro and Akkeshi, 
he had decided to rcsido in one or the other 
of these two towns. lie was therefore sur- 
prised to Hud the field already occupied ; 
but after consultation with the missionary 
to the Ainos, and finding that Nomuro 
would give him a satisfactory base of opera- 
tions, he hastened thither, lie also learned 
that some knowledge of the Japanese 
language would be desirable before begin- 
ning work among the Ainos; and so he de- 
cided to give some months at least, to such 
preliminary work. 

It seemed as it really was, a gigantic 
undertaking for a man of more than fifty, 
broken in health, self-moved, and at his 
own charges, to push into an unknown 
land, to give the residue of his days to a 
heroic effort to reach and elevato with the 
gospel an uncivilized and almost wholly 
neglected people. And yet, in the presence 
of death and the contemplated work cut 
short ill its very beginning, who can say 
that the reward of life so devoted is not on 
high, or that even already this new “mis- 
sionary grave” has not enriched the heath- 
en soil from which is to grow' the Church 
of Christ? 

When once in Nemuro, Mr. and Mrs. 
Carpenter were introduced to and kindly 
received by some of the officials of the 
town, who, with the people generally, 
seemed glad that a foreign family was 
about to settle among them. A prayer- 
meeting was appointcdjby Rev. C. E. Curst, 
of Akita, w'lio had accompanied Mr. and 
Mrs. Carpenter to help them in getting 
settled, and a goodly number of the people 
of the town) assembled; but no Christians 
could bo found. However, it was not long 
afterward when a young man called upon 
Mr. Carpenter and announced himself a 
Christian. It soon proved that there could 
be gathered together in the town a company 
of ten believing souls, and for these, though 
they represented four or live different de- 
nominations, a Sunday service was immedi- 
ately appointed, and one of their number 
chosen to conduct it. Soon afterward a 
weekly meeting for practicing the singing 
of Christian songs was started, and a little 
later this was followed by the organization 
of a Bible class. Mr. Carpenter under- 
taking with liis necessarily imperfect 
knowledge to give the leader of the meet- 
ing preparatory instruction so that he might 
the more successfully teach others. Thus 
while preparing for work among the peo- 
ple of liis choice, an unexpected opportuni- 
ty for immediate work presented itself, and 
it was quickly improved, though the Ainos 
wore never once lost sight of. 

But ore tho battle had begun, and while 
still preparing for the# combat, this gospel 
champion falls hy the way, and from the 
battlements of heaven looks down with ex- 
pectant eye to witness the triumphs of the 
King of Peace. In December, following 
their arrival in Nemuro, Mr. Carpenter la- 
gan to suffer great pain, which continued 
for several weeks, and left him only when 
completely prostrated. In January he took 
to liis lied, fully convinced that the end was 
near, and on the second of February he 
quietly passed away. 

Yet even in death lie was grandly victori- 
ous. Having never known fear, except the 
fear of God. lie was not alarmed when the 
summons came. And though lie at first 
prayed for healing, if it should ho the 
Lord s will, yet lie affirmed, “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace whose mind is stayed 
on thee,” and, “It is a small thing to wait 
a few hours or days for the coming of the 
King.” “My mind is consciously w eak, Init 
1 know in whom I have believed.” And 
when later liis sorrowing but submissive 
companion expressed the wish that she 
could share his trial in the prolonged delay, 
and of pain and weakness, he replied, 
“Christ is sharing it with me. He is here, 
i did not think that it would bo this 
way, but that the Lord would como with a 
prompt, cheery call, and 1 should lie alert 
lo respond. 1 don’t want to go uiisummoiied ; 

1 am waiting for that. 1 think tho angels 
will |be kind and give timo for a fare- 
well word and kiss. ... It seems as if a 
convoy would not bo wanting, even though 
no Christian ever died in Nemuro hcfoic.” 

During liis illness liis mind was much up- 
on Ins work so nearly finished. lie re- 
membered with interest liis brethren of 
Burma, and expressed hope for the enlarge- 
ment of their work, ot liis Karen breth- 
ren lie said that lie had never ceased to love 
them, or to wish tho highest prosperity of 
tlicii churches; and his face would bright- 
en at tlio thought of so soon nice ing Abbott 
and Beecher and tho earlier preachers. Of 
the controversy which had cost him so 
much. “It was purely officia’, not p raonal,” 
and, “it seems impossible for iuj to feci 


any hardness toward any living being,” ho 

I said. 

On the third Sunday before liis death bo 
called to bis bedside the little company of 
believers, to deliver to them liis farewell 
message; and very impressive must havo 
I been tlio scone ns ilie intreprotcr, moved to 
(oars, beard and repeated: “It is an easy 
and glorious tiling tor any Christian to die, 
and so it iH for me. And yet two things are 
hard. 1 had hoped to lead many to Christ, 
but I must die without it. And it is hard 
to leave my companion alone. But you 
have been kind to me, and will lie more 
kind to her when I am gone. I hope my 
brother and bis wife will come to take my 
place, and I firmly believe that a largo com- 
pany of Christians will yet ho gathered in 
Nemuro.” 

At another time ho remarked, “If any 
one is foolish enough to ask if I was not 
sorry that I came to Japan, tell them, 'Not 
/or a day nor a moment' , 

Thus has fallen another brave man of 
God; not perfect, no doubt, as perhaps he 
mole thiin any one else, would have claimed; 
lmt liis work will live, and it may be that 
his death will add emphasis to his own ap- 
peals.

unfortunately, have the firmness to keep 
their children from outside amusements, 
while attending school, and the consequcneo 
is that many pupils either fail in their 
studies or else their health gives way, under 
the double burden. 

This trouble is by no means peculiar to 
tho 

schools 

similarly affected. Every high school 
teacher has to fight against it. and will as 
long as the foolish American custom of 
allowing school boys and girls to take part 
in general society prevails. While in school, 
pupils have no business with late hours, 
dancing parties, the theatre, and the hun- 
dred and one things 111 which they are now 
allowed to indulge. A great deal is said 
about the evil effects of over-study, but 
for every one that is injured iu this way. 
there are a hundred injured by “outside 
amusements.” One has only to look at 
the excellent health record of the best 
boarding schools, where outside amuse- 
ments are very sparingly allowed, 
recognize this. Hampered as they are by 
tho injudicious indulgence of parents, it is 
-surprising that our public schools can show 
as good results as they do. 

There is a wide difference between health- 
ful amusements and social dissipation, and 
all forms of the latter shSttld be prohibited 
until school days are over. A reform in this 
respect would accomplish more for the 
schools than any other school-reform which 
could be inaugurated. , Most parents are 
too busy to think much about the matter, 
or find it too great a task to insist that no 
social distractions shall be allowed to inter- 
fere with school duties. Perhaps now that 
the chairman of the school hoard has called 
public attention to the evil, a change for 
the better may be brought about, at least 
for the rest of the year. It is a inatter 
that rests almost entirely with the parents.

When sueh property is situ- 
ated in two or more places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estates 
or parts or un ostate, an estimate of the 
amount of the mortgagee's interests in each estate 
or part of an estate shall lm given in such state- 
ment. Tho Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parts of 
•<uch estates that n re the interests of mortgagees 
ami mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess tho 
same. Whenever, in any caso of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on such real 
citato shall lie invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee’s interest therein hns not been assessed 
to him. 

SHIPPING 

Shipping nml business Income aro not taxnbio to 
a Arm. hut encli resident partner must include these 
items In his individual return. Owners and agents 
of ships and vessels engaged In tho foreign carry- 
ing trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9. of Chap- 
ter II of tho Public Statutes, for the form of return 
required to obtain exemption jrom taxation upon 
the valuation of such property. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable per 
sonal property will he assessed upon the valuation 
thereof, and any person neglecting to furniih the 
Assessors with such list within the timo nbovo 
sped lied, will be doomed at n legal meeting of the 
Hoard of Assessors, agreeably to the laws of tbis 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must bo in writing and subscrib- 
ed under oath before the Assessors, on or before tho 
thirteenth day of June, mid that the personal prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must lie estimated by 
the board, notwithstanding any verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any one or 
more of the Assessors.— Pub. 8 tat.. Chap. 11, Sec. 
39 and 41. When a person lias failed to h. ing in a 
list or schedule of all his taxable property in con- 
formity to thi* notice, no abatement of a tux aides 
sod oil dersonal estato to such person, ran he grunt- 
ed "unless such tax exceeds by more than fifty per 
cent, tho amount which would have been assessed 
to that person on personal estate if lie had season- 
ably brought in said list; and if said tax exceeds 
by mote than fifty per cent, the said amount, tho 
abatement shall be only of the excess above tho 
said titty per cent.”— Pub. St.. Chap. 11, Sec. 73.

Mr. Ames replied that it did. 

Mr. Philbrick said he did not understand 
it. 

Dr. Sliinn moved that all the teachers 
who received a unanimous vote be declared 
elected, and the motion passed. These 
teachers are Mr. Davis, Miss Spear, Miss 
Ranlett, Mrs. Underhill. Miss Ireson and 
Miss Johnson. 

Mr. Barton moved that those who re- 
ceived a majority vote be elected, hut with- 
drew it at the request of Dr. Shinn, who 
said that lie could not vote for Mr. Samp- 
son, and gave strong reasons for his action. 

Dr. Shinn presented a communication 
signed by Fisher Ames, Mayor Kimball, G. 
W. Shinn and E. M. Converse, of the High 
School committee, nominating Mr. Edward 
H. Cutler as Head Master of the High 
School. _ 

Mr. Philbrick thought the rules ought to 
be suspended if a vote was to be taken on 
this. 

Mr. Ames said it was not necessary, as a 
general rule of the board provided lor it. 

Dr. Shinn called for a yea and nay vote, 
and Mr. Ames, Dr. Shinn. E. M. Converse 
and President Coffin of the Common Coun- 
! eil voted yea, and Miss Smeatl. Messrs. 

1 Stone, Dickinson, Walton. Smith, JIagar, 

] Frost, Putney, Barton, Philbrick and Weed 
j voted nay. 

Air. Fiost presented a resolution that a 
committee of three, consisting of Messrs. 
Ames, Walton and Barton, be appointed, to 
nominate a candidate for Head Master of 
the High School, and that they should not 
consider the name of Mr. E. H. Cutler. v 
Air. Ames said such a motion was not in 
order, and he should refuse to serve on 
such a committee. 

Mr. Philbrick moved to suspend the 
I rules, and the motion passed. 

Mr. Ames persisted in declining to serve, 
and Mr. Frost substituted the name of Mr. 
Dickinsou. Mr. Dickinson also declined to 
serve, and mentioned the name of Mr. Wal- 
ton. Mr. Walton asked to be excused on 
account of his health. 

Air. Ames said he hoped Mr. Walton 
would serve, as his health would probably 
allow’ of his doing the work required. 

Air. Barton moved to consider the name 
I of Air. Sampson. 

Air. Philbrick said ho was surprised to 
find any opposition to Mr. Sampson, as ho 
■■ had never heard any fault found with him 
before. He ought to he elected because lie 
1 was tho only assistant who had the ‘‘courage 
to open his mouth against anarchy. Mr. 

! Sampson was then elected. 

Air. Frost said he wished to put himself 
on record, and he should uot vote for Aliss 
Worcester, as he thought abetter and more 
competent teacher was needed. He was 
1 also opposed to Aliss Spear. 

Aliss Smead said that Miss Were ester had 
; been an uuusualiy successful teacher 
for so long a time, that a word of explana- 
I tion was needed. As long as she did the 
work she was hired to do, she was perfect- 
j ly satisfactory. It was a mistake to change 
her work. She had been abroad three 
times to perfect herself for her work in 
her special department. Aliss Worcester 
had always been loyal to the school, and 
with the changes that wero being made 
loyal teachers were needed next* year. 
Miss Worcester was elected. 

Aliss Davis and Capt. Brown were elected 
without opposition 

The eases of the other toai h >rs were laid 
over for the present. 

ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

The Superintendent presented his report, 
recommending a truant school, that upper 
rooms in the llyde, Chitlin, aud other 
schools be dismissed wlieu the mercury 
weut above 00; that the last day of school 
lie fixed; recommending some changes i.i 
the teaching of language: that means for 
I transporting the 2 children in grade 9 at 
the Oak Hill School to the Mason School 
J be provided. Tho recommendations wcio 
appropriately referred ; that for dismissing 
children on hot days being amended by Dr. 

| Shinn, and nil order passed that the district 
1 committee have the power to arrange for 
the dismisal of schools on hot days, in the 
1 rooms mentioned, ami in the primary 
schools, when the health of the pupils re- 
quired it. Mr. Barton objected, but Mr. 
rhllbrick approved the order, and said 
that one hot day recently, the mercury 
stood at 95 in some of the looms at the 
Hyde school. 

Mis. Howler wss reported absent during 
* i'outluuixl ou l’ag« Eight. 
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Cily Government. 

Tlio Common Council met Monday even- 
ing, President Collin iu the chair. Otlior 
members present were Councilman Fiskc, 
Dix. Kedpalh. Cluwiwiok, Moody, Pond, 
Read. Powell. T.mci , Huir and Kennedy 
The minutes of the last mooting woro read 
and approved. 

Business from the Board of Aldermen 
was received, and passed in concurrence, 

Councilman Head presented a petition 
from C. C. Patten and ri. II. Patten, asking 
for sidewalks on Crescent avenue, Ward 0; 
Councilman Tyler presented a petition from 
Albert Brackett, asking for a brick side- 
walk in front of his property on Centre 
street, Ward 1; Councilman Chadwick pre- 
sented the petition of James II. Wright, 
T. II. Martell and Hugh Grady, asking for 
sidewalks on Nevada street, Ward 2; all the 
foregoing were referred to tho Highway 
Committee. 

PUBLIC BATII HOUSE. 

Councilman Mcdpath introduced an order 
for a public bath house, and said that 
there was no question that the city ought 
to furnish some place for the boys to bathe. 
The property owners along Hullouglfs 
Pond would not allow them to bathe thero 
as was formerly the case, and if tho boys 
went to the river the police arrested them. 
Merely as a snnitary measure the city ought 
to provide bath houses, as in certain portions 
of the city the houses had no bath tubs, 
and without a public bath house tho boys 
had no chance to get a bath. Tliero was 
Mr. Allen’s swimming bath, but the boys 
could not go there, as most of them coidd 
not afford to pay. In Boston there were 
17 hath houses, and in 1SS5 050.000 
persons patronized them. Tho Boston 
Board of Health regarded bath houses as 
one of tho most important sanitary measures 
the city could adopt. The order was that 
the public property committee should be 
requested to consider the advisability of 
establishing one or more public bath 
houses, at Bullough’s Pond or elsewhere; 
to estimate the probable cost, and to make 
any recommendations they thought proper. 
The order was referred to the public pro- 
perty committee. 

Councilman Chadwick reported an order 
appropriating $1,000 for improving ami 
draining llyde avenue. $500 to be charged 
to the appropriation for highways and gen- 
eral improvements, and $501) to the appro- 
priation for drains and culverts. The 
order was adopted. 

The board then adjourned after only a 
liutf hour’s session. 


The Street Railway. 

The Street Railway question promises to 
be the next one to agitate the City Council. 
There is a slight hitch in the progress of 
affairs, owing to a difference between the 
Highway Committee and the Railroad Com- 
pany. over the form of agreement. 

Some of tho officers of the company at- 
tended the last meeting of the Highway 
Committee to remonstrate against some of 
the provisions sought to be enforced. The 
agreement compels tho company to use the 
Richards rail for their tracks, the first 
quality of Boston paving blocks, and also 
to pay iuto the city treasury one half pol- 
ecat for every passenger carried after the 
first three years. 

The company objects to these provisions, 
and at the meeting Thursday night pre- 
sented arguments against them. They 
wish to be free in regard to the kind of 
rails, although they will agree to use a T 
rail, and only such as the commit- 
tee shall approve. If they are left free 
they cau got much better terms from the 
manufacturers, than if they were com- 
pelled to use a certain i ail. They also wish 
to substitute the second quality in place 
of the first quality, and say that is as 
good as other street railway companies are 
required to use. Thirdly, they ohjeet to 
the provision that they must pay a certain 
sum for every passenger carried, and wish 
that agreement wiped out, as they say that 
such a rule is not enforced against any 
company, in any otner city in the country 
the size of Newton, and that it is not to he 
expected that a street railroad company 
here will ever pay much more than the op- 
erating expenses and a fail* interest on the 
capital invested. 

The committee were firm on tin.* first two 
provisions, as they say that no other kind of 
rail will be safe for teams to drive over, and 
only the best quality stone should he used. 
The committee, however, are willing to 
compromise in regard to the third provi- 
sion, and voted t » reduce the payment to 
one-foiirtli <*f om* cent for every passenger, 
and to make the limit five years instead of 
three. They say in tho ease < f the Wal- 
tham horse railroad, the highway depart- 
ment is every year put t<» more « »r less ex- 
pense in repairing the sticets through 
which tin road passes; that when the lord 
removes ties or repairs the tracks, holes hi 
the street are left, which tin* city has to 
pay men to fill up, and that it is not just 
nor right to compel tlm cily to pay for 
work caused by a street railway company, 
unless tin- city* derives some income from 
the company. 

The matter is at a standstill at present, 
and if noagivonient i lea- hedby .lime (Jtli. 
the date o! the next meeting • t the hoard 
of aldermen, the committee will report that 
they are unable to make terms with tho 
company, ami ask for instructions from the 
lull board. 


The Sea-Breeze. 

In addition to the study of thunder- 
storms, now iii its third season, the New 
Knglaml Meteorological Society will, with 
tho co-operation of the Signal Service, 17. 
h. A., and the Harvard College Observa- 
tory, undertake an investigation of (lie sea 
breeze on eertaiii points of mu- coast din- 
ing the coming summer. The object of 
this investigation is to discover the condi- 
tions favorable to tlio formation of the sea- 
breeze, to determine where it is distinctly 
2 o It, t» measure the distance that it ex- 
tends inland from the coast and to learn 
its effects on the temperature of the dis- 
tricts that it visits.

THE HOARD OF HEALTH. 

FIND PRESSING NF.F.I* OF A BEWKBAOB 
SYSTEM. 

The Hoard of Health made their annul 
tour about the city on Friday afternoon 
the meeting being a continuation of that 
held on Tuesday, ho that any action taken 
would ho official. They started out at 
o’clock from the Nowton station, and only 
had time to get to NowtonvUlc at O.flO. 
They first visited several cow stables that 
had been complained of, one on Nonau 
turn street and two on Gardner street 
and examined into their condition. 

They next proceeded to Bennington street 
where they ioitnd pressing need of sewer 
ago. The soil oi Mt. Ida is of such 
spongy character that it retains water, 
and unless a cesspool is made water tight 
pumping it out serves no purpose what- 
ever, as it is full the next day. The cess- 
pools also leak and water from them flow 
down through the gutters or across 
tho grounds of those living below. Ren 
nington street is not the only one either, 
where such a condition of things prevails, 
as Newtonville avenue and Oak street ar 
also afllicted in the same way. A com 
mittco consisting of Franklin Fuller, City 
Engineer Noyes and Agent Mosman wore 
appointed to examine into the trouble, 
and expend money if necessary, to devise 
means to remedy it. 

The board next visited the Electric 
Light Station, where tlio eompany’s build 
ing overshadows a cottage and renders it 
almost untenantable. Tlio Electric Light 
Company had partly promised to pay for 
removing tho cottage, and the hoard 
recommended that they do this. 

The brook on Central street was next 
visited, whero a sluggish stream flows 
across some low lands, and the owners of 
the property have l«»ng been anxious to 
fill it in. and raise the grade to tlio level 
of the street. They would do this if the 
Board of Health would recommend that 
the brook he covered for some hundred 
feet, and a horse collar drain he put in. 
After looking over the ground the hoard de- 
cided to recommend that the drain he put 
in. By this time it was after six o’clock 
and the hoard adjourned. 

If the whole eity had been inspected, 
tho board would have to work ten hours 
a day for a week, at least, to do tlio work 
which ought to bo done. With every sea- 
son, the need of sewerage becomes more 
imperative. 


Base Ball. 

Tho Athletics defeated the Brightons 
last Saturday, after an exciting Contest, by 
a scoro of 0 to 4. Soden pitched a great 
game, striking 1G men out, and holding the 
opposing side down to a matter of five 
scattering hits, lie showed himself to he 
master of the situation at critical points of 
the game, and to his pitching, together with 
tho backstop work of Corney, the victory 
is largely due.

Tlio time is nt hand whon everyone will 
ho thinking of yachts and yaelitinp, and 
not a few will be putting money at hazard 
on the outcome of oeoan races. It may bo 
safely said, therefore, that an article on 
“The Form and Speed of Yachts,” by 
Prof. K. If. Thurston, announced to appear 
in the Forum for June, will be widely read. 
Prof. Thurston is not only a most necotn- 
dished student of mechanical scienco. but 
s also a sailor. He will consider all the 
elements of the yacht problem, theoretical 
and practical.

The winter night, windy and with drifting 
snow, is most apt for eorio discoveries, but 
why, after every preparation has been 
made, nothing is determined, and the 
sceptical Dr. Dense is still to bo convinced, 
we refrain from telling. Dr. Dense is a 
member of tho Physical Society, and in 
spite of an old-fashioned method which 
contrasts oddly with the very new-fashion- 
ed tone of the story. Mr. Quincy has pro- 
duced something of partinular and curious 
interest to our time. Dr. Holmes goes 
briskly and happily on with his “Hundred 
Days,” recounting everything that inter- 
ested him or that could possibly have sig- 
nificance for tho reader. “Enceladus,” 
signed “P.,” is a pleasant, ingenious sketch 
of Italian travel; Roger Mitford, in “The 
•Second {Son,” lias precipitated matters by 
going down to see his love, loved also by his 
brother — Idly Ford, tho gamekeeper’s 
daughter, and the Squire has determined 
to cut him of with a shilling if lie perists 
in marrying. An amusing characteristic 
of Mr. Mitford is his never doubting for a 
momc it that Lizzie Travers, heiress ns 
well as ‘‘fine woman,” will marry either of 
his sons who may oliooso to ask her — or 
oven that she would marry him if lie should 
make tho proposition. 

Every lady will bo interested in tlio Juno 
number of Deinorest’s Monthly, as it is 
an exceedingly interesting one. The steel 
plate, tlio Fate of NyiKa, is novel and beau- 
tiful, both in execution -and design, and 
tho other illustrations are also very fine. 
The fashion department of this excellent 
publication is so woll edited as to lead many 
to suppose that it is a fashion magazine, 
but this is a mistake; for in reality it is a 
literary magazine of the highest order, 
witli all its department ably conducted. 
We know of no magazine better deserving 
to be called a family magazine, and it ought 
to be found in every refined household. 
That the publisher is a Prohibitionist, tells 
where it stands on tho temperance ques- 
tion.

Tim NCIIOOL BOARD'S ACTION. 

The result of tho school board meeting 
has caused not only surprise but conster- 
nation. Tho coolness with which the wish- 
es of the public were disregarded was cer- 
tainly amazing, but perhaps the majority of 
the committee are not to be blamed. They 
meant well, but as Mr. Phtlbrick stated in 
his letter to tho GitArmc, the campaign 
against Mr. Cutler has been going on for 
two years, and it has been in skilful hands. 
Ever since the remarkable two session pro- 
ject was defeated, partly by the opposition 
of Mr. Cutler, tho committee has heard a 
constant succession of charges against 
him, some of them from an assistant teach- 
er; every possible wire has been pulled, and 
tho members who did not see tho motive 
underneath could not fail to bo impressed. 

The whole affair onlv shows that a man’s 
onemies arc a great deal more active than 
his friends, though we do not think that 
more than one or two of the members of 
the hoard can be included in the former 
class. One of them, it is reported, stated 
before the last election that his only pur- 
pose in taking another term was to get rid 
of Mr. Cutler, and in this he seems to have 
succeeded. 

Nevertheless, the loss of such a teacher 
as Mr. Cutler, the stigma which has been 
placed upon the school committee by its 
action; and the resignation of two such 
men as Mr. Fisher Ames and Rev. Dr. Sfiinn 
from .the High School committee, have 
struck a severe blow at the prosperity and 
reputation of the school. It has hereto- 
fore stood at the head of such schools 
throughout the United States, but if the 
present influences continue it will sink to 
the level of the average High School. No 
school can come out uninjured from such 
au accumulation of misfortunes. 

The proceedings of the meeting were 
both iuteresting and dramatic. The resig- 
nation of two such prominent and populnr 
incmbers caused considerable consterna- 
tion among tho majority, and turned their 
gratification at the victory into apprehen- 
sion. It was little wonder that some of the 
■combers were in such a haste to get away, 
and to postpone any further action. 

The proceedings in regard to Mr. Frost's 
.gesolutkm, appointing a committee to se- 
• curo a new teacher, were also amusing, to 
those who knew the facts. The committee 
will not have an arduous task, as Mr. Cut- 
ler’s successor was long ago selected by 
those who control the majority. Mr. Ames 
was placed upou it as a matter of courtesy, 
but it waB not expected that he would 
serve, as was shown by Mr. Frost’s prompt 
appointment of Mr. Dickinson. The hitler 
declined, as a matter of form, but did not in- 
sist upon it, and Mr. Walton’s fear that his 
health would not permit him to umitriaku 
the task amused the members w ho knew' 
that the appointment of the committee was 
a mere formality. Mr. Barton of coin so 
did not decline.

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of real estate may 
bring to tlio Assessors of tlio town or city wliero 
such real estate lies, nttlie time specified for bring- 
ing in the list as provided in section thirty-eight of 
chapter cloven of the Public Statutes, a statement 
under oath, of the amount due on eacli separate lot 
or parcel of such real estate, and the name ami res- 
idence of every holder an interest therein ns a mort- 
gagee and mortngor. When such property is situ- 
ated in txvo or moro places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estates 
or parts of an ostato, an estimate of the 
amount of tlio mortgagee's interests in each estate- 
or part of an estato shall bo given in such state- 
ment. The Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parts of 
such estates that are the inteieats of mortgagees- 
and mortgagors, respectively, and shall ussess tho 
same. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement Is not brought in ns herein pro- 
vided,no tax for the then current year on such real 
estato shall ho invalidated for the reason that % 
mortgagee’s interest therein bus not been assessed 
to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxubie to 
a firm, blit eacli resident partner must include tlieso 
items in ids individual return. Owners aud agents 
of ships and vessels engaged in the foreign carry- 
ing trade, are referred to Sections s and 9, of Chap- 
ter 11 of the Public Statutes, for tlio form of return 
required to obtnin exemption irom taxation upon 
tlio valuation of such property. 

Any person bringing in a list of nil Ids taxable per 
sonal property xvill be assessed upon tlio valuation 
thereof, and any person neglecting to furnish ilio 
Assessors with such list within tlio time above* 
sped lied, will be doomed at a legal meeting of the 
Board of Assessors, agreeably to tlio laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must lie in writing and subsenb- 
oil under oatli beforo the Assessors, on or before the 
thirteenth day of June, nnd that tho personal prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must he estimated by 
tlio board, notwithstanding any verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any one or 
moro of the Assessors.— Pub. Stnt., Clinp. 11, Sec. 
39 and 41. When u person bus failed to bring in a 
list or schedule of all his taxable property in con- 
formity to tills notice, no abatement of a tax asses 
setl on dcrsonal estato to such person, can lie grant- 
ed “unless such tax exceeds by moro than fifty per 
cent, tho amount which would have been assessed 
to that person on personal estate if I10 hud season- 
ably brought in suld list; and if said tax exceeds 
by more than fifty per cent, the said amount, the 
abatement shall bo only of tho excess above tho 
said lilty per cent.”— Puli. Ht., Chap. II, Sec. 73.

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WOMEN’S DRESS. 


JT 1.1 A WARD HO WU niMTHHKN THK lUOIITR 

AND WRONGS OF AN INTERESTING HUII- 

.? ICC'T. 

“Dross,” Rays Julia Ward IIowo, in a 
ft paper on thi« subject in the May Forum, 
“has two aspects, which wo may call eso- 
toric and exotorio. In ono of tiiebo we 
may consider it ns expression; in the other 
ns ordinance.” ItOgarriing the first of 
these Mrs. Howe thinks few things are 
more dangerous to attempt than originality 
in dress. Wo can not afford to do without 
the authority of ordinance in the matter of 
wherewith wo shall he clothed, small as 
the wisdom of tho majority may appear. A 
.standard of tho becoming is important, in 
that it tends to cheek the extravagance of 
our imagination. Most of us are attracted 
by forms and colors, admirable enough in 
themselves, but which may bo most un- 
suitable for our wear. Not each of us has 
the skill to choose what shall best harmon- 
ize with the coloring of nature, or what 
shall least, call attention to defects of per- 
son. Certain general rules may ho made 
very helpful in these respects. Ono of tho 
most important of these rules concerns the 
adaptation of dress to different periods of 
life. Sixteen, twenty-live, forty, sixty — 
these numbors mark gradations of age 
which the careful dresser ought to observe. 
Personal vanitv is apt to over-ride these in- 
vidious distinctions and to give us curious 
and pitiable anachronisms of toilet. The 
same very human trait leads many to ig- 
nore defects which dress is intended to 
conceal; to give prominence to outlines of 
form which would better lie marked, or at 
least softened; to wear flowers or jewels 
which irresistibly challenge comparison 
with a wrinkled brow, faded eyes and a 
dull or marred complexion. In such cases 
friends, to be kind, should be cruel. 

All reform movements in dress eall for 
courage and hardihood on the part of their 
followers. In proof of this the bloomer 
experiment is cited, which was devised 
with the laudable intention of delivering 
women from a host of dangers and discom- 
forts; that it fulfilled its intent there is no 
doubt; nevertheless it was voted down in 
such vehement fashion as to intimidate ail 
wearers of it, and they presently returned 
to their former bondage. However, the 
good seed was sown, and a greatly improved 
system of underclothing lias been the re- 
sult of a fresh attempt ill this line, which 
lias done away with some of the hurtful 
conditions of lino dressing, except in the 
case of devotees of antiquated supersti- 
tion. 

Tho matter of dress comes within tho 
province of the estheticist, the hy- 
gienist and the moralist, and each 
of them is disposed to be absoluto in 
dictation; but a better culture shows us 
these three master chords braided into a 
three-fold unity, and thus making them- 
selves felt throughout human experience. 
A true esthetic requires a true ethic, and 
the two together hasmonize most happily 
with the conditions of health— mens, sana 
in corpora sano. 

Coming to the moral side of the dress 
question, Mrs. Howe asks: “What does a 
true esthetic hold regarding female attire? 
Its lirst condition would be that the wo- 
man’s dress should by no means interfere 
with her greatest attraction? What is the 
greatest attraction? It is modesty. What 
will hygiene say? That dress should not 
bo permitted to expose highly sensitive 
parts of the body to the air. What will 
mortals say? They will say for once that 
esthetics and hygiene are right, and that 
no consideration can properly be recog- 
nized as taking precedence of what modes- 
ty requires oil the one hand ami health on 
the other. There is no intrinsic right or 
wrong in covering or uncovering tho body. 
The necessity of dress lias its origin in the 
desire for comfort. Custom, then, imposes 
its laws, which vary in different countries 
and under different circumstances. Cus- 
tom is, therefore, the supreme authority in 
these matters, and what custom allows 
may be accepted without blame.” To this 
the moralist may reply that custom some- 
times sanctions that which to an enlight- 
ened conscience appears highly criminal. 
History gives us some terrible lessons of 
the degredntion which a corrupt taste may 
reach. To t n l them we need go no further 
back than to the period of the French Di- 
rectory. 

lint, to leave reasoning and come at 
once to fact and feeling, it is noted that tho 
men of Christendom have left off making 
tiio display of physical beauty a leading ob- 
ject in their dross. The trousers corneal 
the logs much more than did the breeches 
of olden time. The gain is obvious. Tho 
man of the day has an aspect of freedom 
ami of bodily control which the lueeched 
lord of older days had not. The progress 
of civilization, then, assigns to man, oven 
if be be vain and pleasure-loving, objects 
other than the exhibition of his personal 
gifts and graces. Is it conceivable that 
this progress should lead women in t lie op- 
posite direction? 

It, is senseless to say that tho woman of 
fashion is an apocryphal animal, devoid of 
sensibility, like the grillin or the unicorn : 
to say that the women exposed tit the ball I 
or theatre is not the real llush-and-bjQod 
woman, that her skin is hardened for the 
time being and lccls no cold, that her 
nerves, veins and arteries are not charged 
with the precious current of her life, but 
have entered into an agreement not to In - 
fill their functions when si e wishes to ap- 
pear in full undress; such a conviction as 
Ibis would be necessary for our mental 
comfort when the sensitive skill is laid Imre 
before us, link such a conviction even the 
credo of fashion docs not contain. On the 
other hand, if the skin be not hardened, 
how is it with the heart, with the delicate 
sensibilities which promnt a woman’s re- 
serves, and which would naturally make 
the most beautiful of her sex the shyest til 
public observation? lint if these be not 
destroyed in the class of women who come 
within the scope of these remarks, the 
style of dress which suggests physical dis- 
comfort must suggest to us also moral dis- 
comfort. 

The liberty which falls so largely to the 
lot of American women would seem to 
lead in a direction opposite to that indi- 
cated by an over-display of the person. 
This freedom concedes to them the right 
to serve and to labor in the fields in which 
the question of sex docs not need to lie 
considered. The girl who sits beside the 
young mail at college, the woman who 
meets men at the lecture or in the clinic, 
meets them as an equal. She is bound to 
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abstain from all lliat, could subject them to 
that slavery of tho senses from which sho 
herself claims to be tree. From the fet- 
ters of enforced ignoraneo and passivity 
she is delivered by the legitimate progress 
ol civilization. Let her, then, hold Inst tho 
liberty wherewith true doctrine basset her 
free, and give no outward sign of a return 
to tho bondage of a physical attraction 
which is useful and beautiful only when 
presented in its legitimate form and meas- 
ure. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Howe says: “Cus- 
tom and familiarity modify almast inevit- 
ably the general opinion regarding pro- 
priety in dress. Immodesty lies in the in- 
tention and purpose of the heart, and may 
penetrate through veils and draperies as 
well as stare from uncovered bust and 
shoulders. Hut good women are bound to 
maintain tho best traditions of their sex. 
Kcfinomeut and good sense are foremost 
among these and neither of them will per- 
mit cither the dressing or tho acti.ig down 
to a low level of attraction. There is an 
admiration which dishonors. There is a 
homage which exalls. Any training 
which allows women to mistake tho one 
for tho other is demoralizing, and should 
be so recognized and set aside.” 


— I hoard it remarked in the club 
yesterday by a distinguished jurist that the 
members of the Supreme Court invariably 
select one of tho two bachelors who sit 
upon that bench to decide eases of divorce. 
It is a fact, also, as I am credibly informed, 
that tho bachelors are very strict about 
granting divorces. Having had no 
experience of tho married state, they are 
inclined, it is said, to underrate its 
difficulties, and to hold it posable for two 
people to continue living together in a case 
where a married man of some years’ 
standing would perceive at once the 
hopelessness of the undertaking. This 
however, is a cynical explanation. I prefer 
to think that our bachelor judges have 
can ietl into tlicir mature years the romantic 
notions of their youih; they regard 
marriage, I am sure, as a tie too sacred to 
bo broken for any but a momentous cause, 
and they have a couiidencc in tho power of 
human forbearance that no sad experieno 
has dispelled. At any rate, the wisdom of 
these bachelor judges is sometimes 
justified by the event. I knew of u ease in 
which ono of then refused a divorce to the 
wile of a prize lighto., remarking that a 
woman who married a man in that line of 
life ought to expect a lit tie cruelty and 
drunkenness on the part of her liege, and 
that tho pugilist and his wife are now living 
together in peace and harmony. — [Taverner 
in Boston Post.

SCHOOL HOARD MEETING. 

Continued from I'affe i. 

May, on account of the serious illness of 
her daughter, by the Superintendent, and 
ns no substitute could bo procured her 
c’.nsses were discontinued. On motion of 
Miss Smead, she was allowed 1-4 of her 
salary, the samo as though a substitute had 
been provided. 

Ou motion of Mr. Coffin, Monday, June 
27. was fixed as tho date ol closing Iho 
Grammar Schools, and Tuesday, Juno 28th, 
the date for closing tho High School. 

Mr. Hagar made the report of tho com- 
mittee on accounts and printing. 

Mr. Stone reported from the committee 
on school houses, that, certain rooms in the 
High School building had been provided 
with a ventilating apparatus, at an expense 
of $227, and recommending that tho Jack- 
son, Adams, Franklin. Pierce and Hyde 
School houses he similiarly provided, and 
the matter referred to the City Coun- 
cil to provide tho means. It was also 
recommended that tho Lincoln School 
building bo painted inside, additional light 
l>e provided. and now floors laid. Mr. Weed 
said tho building ought to ho painted out- 
side as it was very shabby. 

Mr. Barton reported an order granting 
the High School battalion permission to 
hold a drill tho middle of June, and appro- 
priating $11)0 to pay tho expenses. Per- 
mission was also granted for the battalion 
to parade on Memorial Day, after some 
discussion about allowing tho commander 
to dismiss them if tho day proved too warm. 

TIIE BARNARD SCHOOL. 

Mr. Ames read a letter from Mrs. Sarah 
Barnard, widow of tho late Rev. Clms. 
Francis Barnard, expressing her pleasure 
at having the Shaw street school house 
called tho (Barnard School, and offering 
his portrait to hang in the school building. 
The name is a pleasant memorial of his de- 
votion to the cause of education, and his 
work for the young in this city. A resolu- 
tion was passed, accepting the portrait and 
authorizing arrangements to be made for 
hanging it in a suitable place. 

Dll. SHINN RESIGN 8. 

Dr. Shinn then presented his resignation 
as a member of tho High School Commit- 
tee for the following reasons: 

To Ilis Honor the Mayor of the Citv of Newton, 
Chairman ex-Olficio of the School Committee : 

I hereby tender my resignation as a mem- 
ber of tho High School Committee. 

The dismissal of tho efficient Tlead- 
Master of the High School seems to me to 
be so unwise, ami to threaten so much dis- 
aster, that I am unwilling to bo held in 
any way responsible for the consequences. 

The charges brought against Mr. Cutler 
have been so trivial, and have been so 
triumphantly answered, that in my judg- 
ment it is a reproach to the intelligence 
and the fairness of the city of Newton to 
thrust him out of a position which ho has 
filled so well. 

Especially is this so after such expres- 
sions of affection as have been made by 
the pupils of the school and by past grad- 
uates. 

After appeals for his retention have been 
made to this beard by so many parents and 
leading citizens, and after the testimony 
of oilicers of colleges that he stands among 
the foremost educators of the day. Rarely, 
if ever, have such demonstrations of con- 
fidence and esteem been shown towards a 
public official of any kind in this city, and 
very rarely has a. school teacher anywhere 
been so honored. . 

To dismiss such a man must bring this 
board into public contempt, and I do not 
care to be held in any way responsible for 
the results of an act which 1 have no hesi- 
tation in declaring needless aud unwise. 
Besides this I have not tho heart to assist 
in the search for his successor, who, what- 
ever his abilities and fidelity, may be sub- 
jected in a short time to unfriendly criti- 
cism aud capricious opposition. 

Mr. Cutler cannot bo harmed by this dis- 
missal, for he goes away from us with a 
reputation greatly enhanced by the rigid 
scrutiny which ho has of late undergone. 
The people of Nowton are to be tho losers, 
for, as lias been well said, he is a man who 
did not lay plans to please the people and to 
make his place secure, by cringing to 
others, but he gave all his efforts to bene- 
litting tho young people committed to his 
care. 

This community may be satisfied to be 
deprived of the services of such a mail, and 
may quietly assent to his being thrust out, 
but I, certainly, am not willing to have my 
name remain on the High School Commit- 
tee. G. W. Shinn. 

Tho resignation was accepted although 
members refused to vote cither way. 

CHAIRMAN AMES RESIGNS. 

Mr. Ames called Mr. Barton to the chair 
and said that he sympathized with Rev. 
Dr. Shinn in his feeling aud action, lie 
did not feel disposed to go over the matter 
at any length. Ho was grieved and disap- 
pointed at the action taken by tho board, 
but be thought that those who had assum- 
ed the responsibility for such action should 
have the leadership in appearance as well 
as in fact, and therefore he presented his 
resignation as chairman of tho High School 
committee. 

These two resignations created a decided 
sensation. Mr. Barton said that he did not 
see how the committee could disuenso with 
Mr. Ames’s services, and ho hoped ho 
would not insist. 

Mr. Dickinson said he hoped the resigna- 
tion would not be accented. 

Mr. Ames said the committee could 
hardly compel a man to serve, nnd he 
should insist on declining. 

Mr. Barton called President CofHn to tho 
chair, as lie was very anxious to catch a 
train. 

Mr. Weed moved to lay the matter on 
the table. Be was very sorry to bear Mr. 
Ames and Dr. Shinn present their resigna- 
tions and hoped they would think better of 
it, after reflection. 

Dr. Shinn said his resignation was abso- 
lute, and he might also present his resig- 
nation as a member of the board. 

Mr. Smith said he presumed the board 
could defer consideration of the matter to 
the next regular meeting. Hu did not 
know as he eould trust himself to speak 
upon the matter, as ho wished to speak 
with all kindness and charity, but he did 
not think it fair to assume that such an 
overwhelming majority of the board were 
actuated by anything but what appeared 
to them was wise anu necessary. They had 
done what seemed to them right, and it 
was tho duty of tho minority to acquiesce, 
uud go on doing tho best they know how. 
lie did not think their sober second 
thoughts would lead them to persist in 
making the charges they hud tacitly made 
against the integrity and good purposes of 
the majority, and he did not think it was 
consonant with good breeding to make 
such u charge. (Sensation.) 

Mr. Antes said he had no desire to crit- 
icize the action of others, lie supposed 


they hod acted from no other motivo hut 
what they considered the best, interests 
of the school. Ho thought they had made 
a mistake, but certainly the side which had 
carried the day ought to have the appear- 
ance of power. Those who wished to carry 
on the policy that hnd been begun, should 
ho pul in a position where they would 
have the responsibility. Ho hud been 
voted out of office and there was nothing 
loft, for him to do but to resign. 

Dr. Shinn said he was compelled to de- 
fend himself from the elulme of “bud- 
brcodlug.” lie had not imputed bad mo- 
tives, hut be bad stigmatized the action of 
the majority as unwise, as opposed to the 
wishes of tho leading citizens, of 420 of tho 
1 pupils of the school, of the majority of re- 
cent graduates. The majority were respon- 
sible to their consciences and to the citi- 
zens for the action they had taken. For 
his part lie was not willing to submit to the 
contempt the citizens would have for the 
committee which Itad taken such action 
and therefore ho hnd resigned. He thought 
ho had been perfectly courteous to every 
mem nor and intended to be so. 

The resignation of Mr. Ames was then 
laid on the table, and the board rather 
hastily adjourned.
